PREAMBLE. 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance,  and  administra-  objects  of 
tion  of  government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  go^«''°«»«"t- 
politic,  to  protect  it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who 
compose  it  ^vith  the  power  of  enjoying  in  safety  and  tran- 
quillity their  natural  rights,  and  the  blessings  of  life  :  and 
whenever  these  great  objects  are  not  obtained,  the  people 
have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  meas- 
ures necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The  lx)dy  politic  is  formed  b}^  a  voluntary  association  Body  pontic, 
of  individuals  :  it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  it^^at'ul?^'*' 
people  covenants  with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  ^vith 
the  whole  people,  that  all  shall  be  governed  by  certain 
laws  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people, 
therefore,  in  framing  a  constitution  of  government,  to  })ro- 
vide  for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for 
an  impartial  interpretation  and  a  faithful  execution  of 
them  ;  that  ever}'^  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  security 
in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowl- 
edging, with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great 
Legislator  of  the  universe,  in  affording  us,  in  the  course 
of  His  providence,  an  opportunity,  doliberatelv  and  jieace-

ably,  without  fraud,  violence,  or  surprise,  of  entering  into 
an  original,  explicit,  and  solemn  compact  with  each  other  ; 
and  of  forming  a  new  constitution  of  civil  government, 
for  ourselves  and  posterity ;  and  devoutly  imploring  His 
direction  in  so  interesting  a  design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain, 
and  establish,  the  following  Declaration  of  Rights,  and 
Frame  of  Government,  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Co.ai-

PART    THE    FIRST. 

A   Declaration  of  the  Rights  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Article  I.  All  men  are  born  free  and  equal,  and  have 
certain  natural,  essential,  and  unalienable  rights  ;  among 
which  may  be  reckoned  the  right  of  enjoving  and  defend- 
ing their  lives  and  liberties  ;  that  of  acquiring,  possess- 
ing, and  protecting  property  ;  in  fine,  that  of  seeldng  and 
obtaining  their  safety  and  happiness. 

H.  It  is  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in 
societ}',  publicly,  and  at  stated  seasons,  to  worship  the 
Supreme  Being,  the  great  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the 
universe.  And  no  subject  shall  be  hurt,  molested,  or 
restrained,  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worship- 
ping God  in  the  manner  and  season  mo.st  agreeable  to  the 
dictetes  of  his  own  conscience  ;  or  for  his  religious  pro- 
fession of  sentiments  ;  provided  he  doth  not  disturb  the 
public  peace,  or  obstruct  others  in  their  religious  worship. 

III.  [As  the  happiness  of  a  people,  and  the  good  order 
and  preservation  of  civil  government,  essentially  depend 
upon  piety,  religion,  and  morality;  and  as  these  cannot 
be  generally  diffused  through  a  community  but  by  the 
institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  of  public 
instructions  in  piet}^  religion,  and  morality  :  Therefore, 
to  promote  their  happiness,  and  to  secure  the  good  order 
and  preservation  of  their  government,  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth  have  a  right  to  invest  their  legislature  with 
power  to  authorize  and  require,  and  the  legislature  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  authorize  and  require,  the  several  towns, 
parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious 
societies,  to  make  suitable  provision,  at  their  own  expense, 
for  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  for 
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the  support  and  maintenance  of  public  Protestant  teachers 
of  piety,  religion,  and  morality,  in  all  cases  where  such 
provision  shall  not  be  made  voluntarily. 

And  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  also  a  right  atteifdance^""* 
to,  and  do,  invest  their  legislature  Avith  authority  to  enjoin  thereon, 
upon  all  the  subjects  an  attendance  upon  the  instructions 
of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  at  stated  times  and  sea- 
sons, if  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions  they  can  con- 
scientiously and  conveniently  attend. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  par-  Exclusive  right 
ishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  socie-  fousteache^rV^' 
ties,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  ^«<="'"''^- 
their  public  teachers,  and  of  contracting  with  them  for 
their  support  and  maintenance. 

And  all  moneys  paid  b}^  the  subject  to  the  support  of  whom"parochiai 
public  worship,  and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  p^fid^^lLs^ 
if  he  require  it,  be  uniformly  applied  to  the  support  of  the  etc  ' 
public  teacher  or  teachers  of  his  own  religious  sect  or  de- 
nomination, provided  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions 
he  attends  ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid  towards  the  support 
of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  which 
the  said  moneys  are  raised. 

And  ever}^  denomination  of  Cliristians,  demeaning  them-  Aiidenomina- 
selves  peaceably,  and  as  good  subjects  of  the  commonwealth,  protected!  ^ 
shall  be  equally  under  the  protection  of  the  law :  and  no  BubOTd^inttion 
subordination  of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  anotherp'^rV" 
shall  ever  be  established  by  law.]  hibited. 

IV.  The  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  the  sole  Right  of  eeif 
and  exclusive  right  of  governing  themselves,  as  a  free,  secured. 
sovereign,  and  independent  state ;    and  do,  and  forever 
hereafter  shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every  power,  jurisdic- 
tion, and  right,  Avdiich  is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter  be,  by 

them  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  ^f'^au^f^^c^jrg*^ 
being  derived   from   them,  the    several   magistrates  and  etc. 
officers  of  government,  vested  with   authority,  whether 
legislative,  executive,  or  judicial,  are    their   substitutes 

and  agents,  and  are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men,  services  ren- 
have  any  other  title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  pubiic^btfinK 
and  exclusive  privileges,  distinct  from  those  of  the  com-  p^cuuir privi-°

or  descendants,  or  relations  by  blood,  the  idea  of  a  man 
born  a  magistrate,  lawgiver,  or  judge,  is  absurd  and 
unnatural. 

VII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good  ; 
for  the  protection,  safety,  prosperitj^,  and  happiness  of  the 
people ;  and  not  for  the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest 
of  any  one  man,  famil}^,  or  class  of  men  :  Therefore  the 
people  alone  have  an  incontestable,  unalienable,  and  inde- 
feasible right  to  institute  government ;  and  to  reform, 
alter,  or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their  protection, 
safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  require  it. 

VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with 
authority  from  becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a 
right,  at  such  periods  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  to  cause  their 
public  officers  to  return  to  private  life ;  and  to  fill  up 
vacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and  appoint- 
ments. 

IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free  ;  and  all  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as 
they  shall  establish  by  their  frame  of  government,  have  an 
c(|ual  right  to  elect  officers,  and  to  be  elected,  for  public 
employments.  122  Mass.  595, 596. 

X.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be 
protected  by  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and 
property,  according  to  standing  laws.  He  is  obliged,  con- 
sequently, to  contribute  his  share  to  the  expense  of  this 
protection  ;  to  give  his  personal  service,  or  an  equivalent, 
when  necessary  :  but  no  part  of  the  property  of  any  indi- 
vidual can,  with  justice,  be  taken  from  hini,  or  applied  to 
public  uses,  without  his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  repre- 
sentative body  of  the  people.  In  fine,  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth  are  not  controllable  by  any  other  laws 
than  those  to  which  their  constitutional  representative 
bod}^  have  given  their  consent.  And  whenever  the  pub- 
lic exigencies  require  that  the  property  of  any  individual 
should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor.

XL  Every  subject  of  the  commonwealth  ought  to  find 
a  certain  remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  all 
injuries  or  wrongs  which  he  may  receive  in  his  person, 
property,  or  character.      He  ought  to  obtain  right  and 
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justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  piu-chase  it ; 
completely,  and  without  any  denial ;  promptly,  and  with- 
out delay  ;  conformably  to  the  laws. 

XII.  Xo  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crimes  Prosecutions 
or  offence,  until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially  s  Pick.  211. 
and  formally,  described  to  him  ;  or  be  compelled  to  accuse,  is  Pick.  434.

XVI.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  tiie  secu- 
rity of  freedom  in  a  state  :  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be 
restrained  in  this  commonwealth. 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear 
arms  for  the  common  defence.  And  as,  in  time  of  peace, 
armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be 
maintained  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature ;  and 
the  military  power  shall  always  be  held  in  an  exact  subor- 
dination to  the  civil  authority,  and  be  governed  by  it. 

XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence 
to  those  of  piet}',  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  indus- 
try, and  frugality,  are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the 
advantages  of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free  government. 
The  people  ought,  consequently,  to  ha^c a  particular  atten- 
tion to  all  those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers 
and  representatives  :  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of 
theu'  lawo^ivers  and  mao^istrates  an  exact  and  constant 
observance  of  them,  in  the  formation  and  execution  of  the 
laws  necessary  for  the  good  administration  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peace- 
able manner,  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common 
good;  give  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to 
request  of  the  legislative  body,  by  the  way  of  addresses, 
petitions,  or  remonstrances,  redress  of  the  wrongs  done 
them,  and  of  the  grievances  they  suffer. 

XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the 
legislature,  or  by  authority  derived  from  it,  to  be  exer- 
cised in  such  particular  cases  only  as  the  legislature  shall 
expressly  provide  for. 

XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation ,  speech,  and  debate , 
ill  either  house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the 
rights  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of 
any  accusation  or  prosecution,  action  or  complaint,  in  any 
other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble 
for  the  redress  of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening, 
and  confirming  the  laws,  and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the 
common  good  may  require. 

XXIII.  Xo  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  mipost,  or  duties 
ought  to  be  established,  fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any 
pretext  whatsoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  or 
their  representatives  in  the  legislature. 
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XXIV.  Laws  made  to  punish  for  actions  done  before  Export. facto 
the  existence  of  such  laws,  and  Avhich  have  not  been  de-  il^AUen,  42if 
clared  crimes  by  preceding  laws,  are  unjust,  oppressive,  ^^^•*2^>^^- 
and  inconsistent  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  a  free 
government. 

XXV.  No  subject  ought,  in  any  case,  or  in  any  time,  Legislature  not 
to  be  declared  guilty  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  legis-  treaso^.^etc.

XXVI.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law  shall  demand  ^r^finet^and"''

XXVII.  In  time  of  peace,  no  soldier  ought  to  be  quar-  No  soldier  to  be

XXVIH.     No  person  can  in  any  case  be  subject  to  law-  citizens  exempt 
martial,  or  to  any  penalties  or  pains,  by  virtue  of  that  law,  tiTi^nilsT^etc 
except  those  employed  in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except 
the  militia  in  actual  service,  but  by  authority  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

XXIX.  It  is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  Judges  of  su- 
of  every  individual,  his  life,  liberty,  property,  and  charac-  court^  ^"'^^"'^ 
ter,  that  there  be  an  impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws,  f  Grl!\- Wi 
and  administration  of  justice.

PART    THE    SECOND. 

The  Frame  of  Government. 

The  people,  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  do  hereb}^  solemnly  and 
mutually  agree  with  each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a 
free,  sovereign,  and  independent  body  politic,  or  state,  by 
the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


CHAPTER   I 


Legislative 
department.

THE    legislative    PC  AVER. 

Section  I. 
The  General  Court. 

Article  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be 
formed  b^^two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives ;  each  of  which  shall  have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  je&v  [on  the 
last  Wednesday  in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they 
shall  judge  necessary  ;  and  shall  dissolve  and  be  dissolved 
on  the  day  next  preceding  the  said  last  AYednesday  in 
May ;]  and  shall  be  styled.  The  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts. 

II.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives shall  become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  until 
it  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for  his  revisal ; 
and  if  he,  upon  such  revision,  approve  thereof,  he  shall 
signify  his  approbation  by  signing  the  same.  But  if  he 
have  any  objection  to  the  passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve,  he 
shall  return  the  same,  together  with  his  objections  thereto, 
in  writing,  to  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  in 
whichsoever  the  same  shall  have  originated ;  who  shall 
enter  the  objections  sent  down  b}^  the  governor,  at  large, 
on  theu' records,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  said  bill  or 
resolve.  But  if  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds  of 
the  said  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  shaU,  notwith- 
standing the  said  objections,  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it 
shall,  together  with  the  objections,  be  sent  to  the  other 
branch  of  the  legislature,  where  it  shall  also  be  reconsid- 
ered, and  if  approved  by  two-thh'ds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, shall  have  the  force  of  a  laAV :  but  in  all  such  cases, 
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the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
nays  ;  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for,  or  against, 
the  said  bill  or  resolve,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  public 
records  of  the  commonwealth.  „

and  reasonable  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes,  upon  all  the 
inhabitants  of,  and  persons  resident,  and  esta,tes  Ijina^, 
within  the  said  commonAvealth ;  and  also  to  impose  and 
levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises  upon  any  produce, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  commodities,  whatsoever, 
brought  into,  produced,  manufactured,  or  being  within 
the  same  ;  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  warrant,  under 
the  hand  of  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  for  the 
time  being,  wdth  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
for  the  public  service,  in  the  necessary  defence  and  sup- 
l)ort  of  the  government  of  the  said  commonwealth,  and 
the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  subjects  thereof, 
according  to  such  acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within 
the  same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  government,  or  any 
})art  thereof,  shall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates,  in  the 
manner  that  has  hitherto  been  practised,  in  order  that 
such  assessments  may  be  made  Avith  equality,  there  shall 
be  a  valuation  of  estates  within  the  commonwealth,  taken 
anew  once  in  every  ten  years  at  least,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  the  general  court  shall  order.

town  lies,  thirty  days  at  least  before  [the  last  Wednes- 
day in  May]  annually ;  or  it  shall  be  delivered  into  the 
secretary's  office  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said

CHAPTEE    I. 

Section  III. 

House  of  Hepresentatives. 

Article  I.  There  shall  be,  in  the  legislature  of  this 
commonwealth,  a  representation  of  the  people,  annually 
elected,  and  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality. 

II.  [And  in  order  to  provide  for  a  representation  of 
the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  equality,  every  corporate  town  containing  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  may  elect  one  represents 
ative ;  every  corporate  toAvn  containing  thi'ce  hundred 
and  seventy-five  ratable  polls  may  elect  two  representa- 
tives ;  every  corporate  town  containing  six  hundred  ratable 
polls  ma}^  elect  three  representatives  ;  and  proceeding  in 
that  manner,  making  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  ratable 
polls  the  mean  increasing  number  for  every  additional 
representative. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  town  now  incorporated, 
not  having  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect 
one  representative  ;  but  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incor- 
porated with  the  privilege  of  electing  a  representative, 
unless  there  are  within  the  same  one  hundred  and  fifty 
ratable  polls.] 

And  the  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall 
neglect  to  choose  and  return  members  to  the  same,  agree- 
ably to  this  constitution. 

[The  expenses  of  travelling  to  the  general  assembly,  and' 
retm^ning  home,  once  in  ever}'  session,  and  no  more,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  government,  out  of  the  public  treasury,  to 
every  member  who  shall  attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  house,  and  does  not  depart  without 
leave.]

JUDICIARY    POWER. 

Article  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commission  officers 
shall  by  law  have  in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in 
their  respective  commissions.  All  judicial  officers,  duly 
appointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behavior,  excepting  such  concerning  whom 
there  is  different  provision  made  in  this  constitution : 
provided,  nevertheless,  the  governor,  with  consent  of  the 
council,  may  remove  them  upon  the  address  of  both  houses 
of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opin- 
ions of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon 
important  questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions. 

III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the 
long  continuance  in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  who 
shall  fail  of  discharging  the  important  duties  of  his  office 
with  ability  or  fidelity,  all  commissions  of  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  expire  and  become  void,  in  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  theu*  respective  dates  ;  and,  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  any  commission,  the  same  msby,  if  necessary,  be 
renewed,  or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  con- 
duce to  the  well-being  of  the  commonwealth. 

rV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting 
letters  of  administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such 
place  or  places,  on  fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the 
people  shall  require  ;  and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  hereafter,  appoint  such  times  and  places  ;  until  Avhich 
appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden  at  the  times 
and  places  which  the  respective  judges  shall  du'ect.

They  shall 
have  commissions  under  the  hand  of  the  governor,  and 
the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  ;  but  may  be  recalled 
at  any  time  within  the  year,  and  others  chosen  and  com- 
missioned, in  the  same  manner,  in  their  stead.] 


CHAPTER    V. 

THE   UNIVERSITY  AT   CAMBRIDGE,   AND    ENCOURAGEMENT    OF 
LITERATURE,    ETC. 

Section  I. 

The  University/. 

Article  I.     Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  Harvard 
early  as  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  ^°"®^®- 
laid  the  foundation  of  Harvard  College,  in  which  univer- 
sity many  persons  of  great  eminence  have,  by  the  blessing 
of  God,  been  initiated  in  those  arts  and  sciences  which 
qualified  them  for  public   employments,  both  in   church 
and  state  ;    and  whereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and 
sciences,  and  all  good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of 
God,  the  advantage  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  the  great 
benefit  of  this  and  the  other  United  States  of  America, 
—  it  is  declared,  that  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Powers,  privi. 
Harvard    College,    in    theh*    corporate    capacity,    and  Ihl^president 
their  successors  in  that  capacity,  theu'  officers  and  ser-  confi^rmedl^' 
vants,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy,  all  the 
powers,  authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  immuni- 
ties, and  franchises,  which  they  now  have,  or  are  entitled 
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to  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy  ;  and  the  same  are 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  unto  them,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their  suc- 
cessors, and  to  their  officers  and  servants,  respectively, 
forever. 

II.  And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by 
divers  persons,  gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  here- 
tofore made,  either  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  in 
New  England,  or  to  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard 
College,  or  to  the  said  college  by  some  other  description, 
under  several  charters,  successively;  it  is  declared,  that 
all  the  said  gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  convey- 
ances, are  hereby  forever  confirmed  unto  the  president 
and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to  their  successors 
in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  gi'antors, 
devisor  or  devisors. 

HI.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of 
the  colony  of  ^Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  3^ear  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-two,  the  governor  and 
deputy-governor,  for  the  time  being,  and  all  the  magis- 
trates of  that  jurisdiction,  wfere,  with  the  president,  and 
a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  con- 
stituted the  overseers  of  Harvard  College  ;  and  it  being- 
necessary,  in  this  new  constitution  of  government  to 
ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed  successors  to  the  said  gov- 
ernor, deputy-governor,  and  magistrates ;  it  is  declared, 
that  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  council,  and  sen- 
ate of  this  commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  their 
successors,  who,  with  the  president  of  Harvard  College, 
for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  ministers  of  the  con- 
gregational churches  in  the  towns  of  Cambridge,  Water- 
town,  Charlestown,  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester, 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any 
wa}"  appertaining  to  the  overseers  of  Harvard  College  ; 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  from  making 
such  alterations  in  the  government  of  the  said  university, 
as  shall  be  conducive  to  its  advantage,  and  the  interest 
of  the  republic  of  letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might 
have  been  done  by  the  legislature  of  the  late  Province  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay. 
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CHAPTER    V.

AYisdom  and  knowledge,  as  well  as  virtue,  diftused  gen-  Duty  of  legisiat-

schools  in  the  towns  ;  to  encourage  private  societies  and 
public  institutions,  rewards  and  immunities,  for  the  pro- 
motion of  agi'icultiu-e,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades, 
manufactures,  and  a  natural  history  of  the  country  ;   to 
countenance  and  inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and 
general  benevolence,  public  and  private  charity,  industry 
and  frugality,  honesty  and  punctuality  in  their  dealings  ; 
sincerity,  good  humor,  and  all  social  affections,  and  gen- 
erous sentiments,  among  the  people.

will  defend  the  same  against  traitorous  conspiracies  and  all 
hostile  attempts  whatsoever ;  and  that  I  do  renounce  and 
abjure  all  allegiance,  subjection,  and  obedience  to  the  king, 
queen,  or  government  of  Great  Britain  (as  the  case  may 
be) ,  and  every  other  foreign  power  whatsoever  ;  and  that 
no  foreign  prince,  person,  prelate,  state,  or  potentate, 
hath,  or  ought  to  have,  any  jurisdiction,  superiority,  pre- 
eminence, authority,  dispensing  or  other  power,  in  any 
matter,  civil,  ecclesiastical,  or  spiritual,  within  this  com- 
monwealth, except  the  authority  and  power  which  is  or 
may  be  vested  by  their  constituents  in  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  :  and  I  do  further  testif}^  and  declare,  that 
no  man  or  body  of  men  hath  or  can  have  any  right  to 
absolve  or  discharge  me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath, 
declaration,  or  affirmation  ;  and  that  I  do  make  tliis  ac- 
knowledgment, profession,  testimony,  declaration,  denial, 
renunciation,  and  abjiu'ation,  heartily  and  truly,  according 
to  the  common  meaning  and  acceptation  of  the  foregoing 
words,  without  any  equivocation,  mental  evasion,  or  secret 
reservation  whatsoever.     So  help  me,  God."] 

"I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the 
duties  incumbent  on  me  as  ,  according  to 

the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understanding,  agreeably  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  constitution  and  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth.     So  help  me,  God." 

Provided,  always,  that  when  any  person  chosen  or  ap- 
pointed as  aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  the 
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people  called  Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  the  said 
oath[s],  he  shall  make  his  affirmation  in  the  foregoing

of  the  two  houses  of  assembly  ;  and  by  the  senators  and 
representatives  first  elected  under  this  constitution,  before 
the  president  and  five  of  the  council  of  the  former  consti- 
tution ;  and  forever  afterwards  before  the  governor  and 
council  for  the  time  being ;  and  by  the  residue  of  the 
officers  aforesaid,  before  such  persons  and  in  such  manner 
as  from  time  to  tune  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature.

The  constitution  of  Massachusetts  was  agreed  upon  by  delegates 
of  the  people,  in  convention,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the 
first  day  of  September,  1779,  and  continued  by  adjournments  to  the 
second  day  of  March,  1780,  when  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  ensuing  June.  In  the  mean  time  the 
constitvition  was  submitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  should  be  in  the  atfirmative. 
When  the  convention  assembled,  it  was  foimd  that  the  constitution 
had  been  adopted  by  the  requisite  number  of  votes,  and  the  conven- 
tion accordingly  Resolved,  ' '  That  the  said  Constitution  or  Frame  of 
Government  shall  take  place  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  October  next ; 
and  not  before,  for  any  piirpose,  save  only  for  that  of  making  elec- 
tions, agreeable  to  this  resolution."  The  first  legislature  assembled 
at  Boston,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1780. 

The  first  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  subnutted,  by  delegates 
in  convention  assembled,  November  15,  1820,  to  the  people,  and  by 
them  ratified  and  adopted  April  9,  1821. 

The  tenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1829-30  and  1830-31,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and 
ratified  by  the  people  May  11,  1831. 

The  eleventh  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  politi- 
cal years  1832  and  1833,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  j^eople  November  11,  1833.

The  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth,  and 
nineteenth  Articles  Avere  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1854  and  1855,  respectively,  and  ratified  by  the  people  the 
twenty-third  day  of  May,  1855.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  dairymen.  C'han  '^O'^ 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoivs : 

Section  1.     All  bottles,   pipettes  or  other  measuring  Meapurinir 
glasses  used  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  by  drtermicfng '° 
any  employee  or  agent  thereof,  at  any  creamery,  cheese  or  cr^eam  to'L 
factory,   condensed  milk   factory,   milk  depot  or  other  tested,  etc. 
place,  in  this  state,  in  determining  by  the  Babcock  test, 
or  by  any  other  test,  the  value  of  milk  or  cream  received 
from  different  persons  or  associations  at  such  creameries, 
factories  or  milk  depots  as  a  basis  of  payment  for  such, 
milk  or  cream,  shall  before  use  be  tested  for  accuracy. 
Such    bottles,  pipettes   or  measuring  glasses   shall   bear 
in  ineffaceable  marks  or  characters  the  evidence  that 
such  test  has  been  made  by  the  authority  named  in  sec- 
tion two  of  this  act.     No  inaccurate  bottles,   pipettes 
or  glasses  shall  bear  such  marks  or  characters,  but  when 
found  inaccurate  shall  be  marked  "Bad." 

Section  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  director  By  whom  test 
of  the  Hatch  experiment  station  of  the  Massachusetts  lu!^ '""  '"'"'^* 
Agricultural  College,  or  of  some  competent  person  desig- 
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nated  by  him,  to  test  all  l)ottles,  pipettes  or  other  meas- 
uring glasses,  as  required  by  section  one  of  this  act.  The 
director  of  the  experiment  station  shall  receive  for  such 
service  the  amount  of  the  actual  cost  incurred,  and  no 
more,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  persons  or  corporations 
for  whom  it  is  rendered. 

Section  3.  Within  six  months  after  this  act  takes 
effect,  and  once  each  year  thereafter,  the  director  of  the 
Hatch  experiment  station,  or  his  authorized  agent,  shall 
inspect  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  all  centrifugal  or 
other  machines  used  l)y  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, or  by  any  agent  or  employee  thereof,  for  the  test- 
ing of  milk  or  cream  in  fixing  the  value  thereof;  and 
the  director  of  the  experiment  station  or  his  authorized 
agent  shall  cause  all  such  machines  to  be  put  in  conchtion 
to  obtain  accurate  results  with  the  Babcock  test  or  other 
tests,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  thereof.  Such 
machines  may  be  replaced  by  new  ones  at  the  option 
of  the  persons  to  whom  they  belong. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall,  either  by  himself  or  in 
the  employ  of  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
manipulate  the  Babcock  test,  or  any  other  test,  whether 
mechanical  or  chemical,  for  the  purpose  of  measuring 
the  butter  fat  contained  in  milk  or  cream  as  a  basis  for 
determining  the  value  of  such  milk  or  cream,  or  of  butter 
or  cheese  made  from  the  same,  without  first  obtaining 
a  certificate  from  the  director  of  the  Hatch  experiment 
station  that  he  or  she  is  competent  to  perform  such  work. 
Eules  governing  applications  for  such  certificates  and  the 
granting  of  the  same  shall  be  established  by  the  said 
director.  The  fee  for  issuing  such  a  certificate  shall  in 
no  case  exceed' two  dollars,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
applicant  to  the  said  director,  to  be  used  in  meeting  the 
expenses  incurred  under  this  act. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  director  of  the 
Hatch  experiment  station  to  test  farmers'  samples  of  milk 
or  cream  by  the  Babcock  method,  and  report  the  results 
of  each  test,  the  cost  of  such  test  to  be  paid  by  the 
farmer.  The  director  shall  also  test  by  the  Babcock 
method,  samples  of  milk  or  cream  sent  from  any  cream- 
ery, factory  or  milk  depot  in  the  state  by  its  proper  rep- 
resentative, the  actual  cost  of  such  tests  to  be  borne  by 
the  sender.  The  experiment  station  shall  publish  and 
distribute  such  information  concerning  the  Babcock  test, 
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and  the  taking  and  forwarding  of  samples,  as  it  deems 
necessary  under  this  section. 

Section  6.     Any  person  viohiting  any  provision  of  this  Penalty, 
act  shall  be  lined  not  moi'e  tlian  twenty-live  dollars  for 
the  first  offence  and  not  more  than  tifty  dollars  for  each 
subsequent  offence.

CITY   OF  NEWTON  AND  THE  TOWN   OF   BROOKLINE.  ^ 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoius: 

Section    1.     The    metropolitan    water    and    sewerage  Metropolitan 
board  shall  extend  the  metropolitan  sewer  from  a  branch  extended.  ^ 
in  St.  Joseph's  cemetery  in  AVest  Roxbury  to  and  across 
the  boundary  line  between   Newton  and  Brookline,  in 
the  manner  best  adapted  to  serve  the  sewerage  needs  of 
those  municipalities. 
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Section  2.  The  city  of  Newton  and  the  toAvn  of  Brook- 
line,  and  any  persons  and  corporations,  may,  subject  to 
the  control  and  under  the  direction  of  the  said  board, 
make  connections  with  any  sewers  constructed  l)y  the 
board  under  the  authority  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  In  making  said  extension  and  in  receiving 
sewage  from  said  districts,  and  in  any  action  relating 
thereto,  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  main- 
taining said  additional  main  lines  of  sewer,  the  said  board, 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  the  authority  conferred  by  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  by  chapter  four  hundred  and 
six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  by  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto  regarding  the  original  system  or  anything  relat- 
ing thereto,  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one;  and 
all  the  provisions  of  said  chapters  are  hereby  made  ap- 
plicable to  this  additional  construction,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

Section  4.  To  meet  the  expenses  incurred  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
shall,  Avith  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council, 
issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  Common Avealth  and  under  its  seal,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  forty  years.  Sucli  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt 
shall  be  issued  as  registered  bonds  or  with  interest  cou- 
pons attached,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding four  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually 
on  the  first  days  of  March  and  September  in  each  year. 
The  said  interest  and  scri]i  or  certificates  shall  be  pa^'^able 
and  Avhen  due  shall  be  paid  in  gold  coin  or  its  equivalent. 
Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be  designated  on 
their  face.  Metropolitan  ScAverage  Loan,  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  governor,  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of 
the  faith  and  credit  of  the  CommouAvealth^  redeemable 
at  the  time  specified  therein,  in  gold  coin  or  its  equiva- 
lent, and  shall  be  sold  or  disposed  of  at  public  auction  or 
in  such  other  mode  and  at  such  times  and  prices  and  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding 
four  per  cent  per  annum,  as  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general  Avith  the  appro A^al  of  the  governor  and  council 
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shall  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Any  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  considered  as  an  addition  to 
and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  loan  authorized  by  chap- 
ter four  hundred  and  six  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
and  in  addition  thereto. 

Section  5.  The  interest  and  sinking  fund  require-  raymentof 
ments  of  the  moneys  expended  in  constructing  that  part  '°*">®"=- 
of  the  sewerage  system  provided  for  in  this  act,  and 
the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  thereof,  shall  l)e 
deemed  and  paid  as  a  part  of  the  interest,  sinking  fund 
requirements  and  costs  specified  in  said  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  six  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  ad- 
dition thereto;  and  the  sinking  fund  established  under 
the  provisions  of  said  chapter  shall  be  a  sinking  fund  for 
the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  authorized  by  this  act, 
said  funds  to  be  increased  in  the  following-  manner  :  — 
The  treasurer  and  receiver  general  shall  from  year  to 
year,  beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one, 
apportion  to  said  sinking  fund  an  amount  sufficient  with 
its  accumulations  to  extinguish  the  debt  at  maturity ; 
and  in  making  the  assessment  for  the  increase  of  said

Upon  the  intervention  of  said  railway 
company,  as  above  provided,  the  proceedings  under  said 
petitions,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  abolition  of  said 
grade  crossings  on  Richmond  street  and  on  Middle- 
borough  avenue  at  Chace's  crossing,  shall  be  had  inde- 
pendently of  and  apart  from  the  proceedings  as  to  the 
other  grade  crossings  designated  in  said  petitions,  and 
shall  be  treated  as  and  be  a  separate  and  distinct  case. 
And  if,  after  such  intervention,  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  under  said  petitions  shall  decide 
that  the  abolition  of  said  grade  crossings  on  Richmond 
street  and  on  Middleborough  avenue  at  Chace's  crossing 
is  necessary,  the  said  railway  company  shall  pay  such

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expendi- 
ture hereby  authorized  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
is  hereby  empowered,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council,  to  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  years.  Such  scrip 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  as  regis- 
tered bonds  or  with  interest  coupons  attaclied,  and  shall 
bear  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annuaUy.  They  shaU  be  designated  on 
their  face  as  the  State  Highway  Loan,  shall  be  counter-

town  any  poles,  with  the  assent  of  the  owners  thereof, 
located  in  a  street  or  highway  of  such  city  or  town,  and 
shall,  subject  to  the  terms  of  any  agreement  with  the 
owner  of  the  poles,  have  and  enjoy  the  same  rights  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  in  relation  to  such  poles

Section  1.  The  town  of  Norwood  is  hereby  author-  TownofNor. 
ized,  through  a  board  of  commissioners  elected  as  herein-  i^ruct^e^LT' 
after  provided,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  drains  erage%tf.*'^'' ' 
and  sewers  for  a  part  or  for  the  whole  of  its  territory, 
with  such  connections  and  other  works  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  a  system  of  sewage  disposal ;  and  said  board, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  better  surface  or  other  drain- 
age, guarding  against  ])ollution  of  waters,  and  otherwise 
protecting  the  public  health,  may  construct  and  main- 
tain such  main  drains  as  it  deems  expedient ;  and  may 
Avithin  the  limits  of  said  town  deepen,  widen  and  clear 
of  obstruction  any  brook,  stream  or  water  course, 
and  straighten  or  alter  the  channels  or  divert  the  waters 
thereof,  and  may  construct  and  maintain  sub-drains,  and, 
with  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  health,  discharge 
the  water  into  any  brook,  stream  or  water  course  Avitliin 
said  town. 
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Section  2.  Said  board  shall  consist  of  three  commis- 
sioners, to  be  called  sewer  commissioners  of  the  town  of 
Norwood,  who  shall  be  citizens  and  residents  of  the  town, 
and  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  a  special  meeting  or  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  town,  one  commissioner  to  hold 
office  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three 
years,  respectively,  from  the  date  of  the  annual  town 
meeting  at  which  he  is  elected  or  which  follows  the  spe- 
cial meeting  at  which  he  is  elected,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  qualified ;  and  at  each  annual  town 
meeting  thereafter  the  town  shall  elect  one  member  of 
the  board  to  serve  for  three  years  or  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified.

The  town  of  Norton  may  contract  either  Town  of  Norton 
with  the  town  of  Mansfield  or  with  the  town  of  Attle-  ™?tem  of  water 
borough  to  supply  the  town  of  Norton  with  Avater,  or  ^^pp^^' '**''• 
may  supply  itself  and  its  inhabitants  with  w^ater,  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  pur- 
poses ;   may  establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  relocate 
or  discontinue  the  same ;   and  may  regulate  the  use  of 
such  water  and  fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor : 
provided,  however,  that  no  source  of  water  supply  for  Proviso. 
domestic  purposes,  or  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the 
quality  of  such  water,  shall  be  acquired  without  the  advice 
and  approval  of  the  state  board  of  health. 

Section  2.     The  said  town,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  ^atere^reaT"'"

The  said  town  shall,  within  sixty  days 
after  taking  any  of  the  waters,  water  rights,  real  estate, 
rights  of  way  or  easements  aforesaid,  otherwise  than  by 
purchase,  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
registry  of  deeds  for  the  northern  district  of  the  county 
of  Bristol  a  description  thereof  sufficiently  accurate  for 
identification,  with  a  statement  of  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  were  taken,  signed  by  the  board  of  water  com- 
missioners hereinafter  provided  for. 

Section  4.  The  town  may  excavate  the  land  taken  or 
held  as  aforesaid,  and  may  erect  thereon  dams,  buildings 
and  other  necessary  structures,  may  procure  and  operate 
machinery,  and  may  provide  all  other  means  necessary

issue  any  benefit  certificate  until  it  has  received  from  the 
insurance  commissioner  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  it 
has  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  law  and  is  duly 
authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  Commonwealth: 
provided,  however,  that  the  above  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  any  corporation  confining  its  mem- 
bership to  that  of  any  particular  order  or  fraternity  in 
any  one  county,  or  to  any  one  lodge  of  such  order  or  fra- 
ternity. Before  such  certificate  is  granted  the  corpora- 
tion must  present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  insurance 
commissioner  that  at  least  five  hundred  persons  have  each 
paid  one  advance  assessment  for  its  mortuary  or  disability 
business,  or  both  if  such  business  is  combined,  at  its  estab- 
lished rates,  and  have  become  bona  fide  members  of  the 
corporation.  If  such  corporation  is  a  fraternal  society 
on  the  lodge  system,  paying  a  death  benefit,  then  it  must 
also  show  that  it  has  established  mortuary  assessment 
rates  which  are  not  lower  than  those  now  indicated  as 
necessary  by  the  ' '  National  Fraternal  Congress  Mortality 
Tables":  provided,  however,  that  this  requirement  shall 
not  apply  to  any  fraternal  beneficiary  corporation  Avhich 
confines  its  membership  to  the  employees  of  towns  or 
cities,  or  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, or  of  a  designated  firm,  business  house  or  cor- 
poration, or  to  persons  of  the  same  occupation. 

Section  9.  Any  domestic  corporation  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  insur- 
ance commissioner,  upon  application  to  the  commissioner 
of  corporations,  change  its  name  under  the  conditions 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  chapter  three  hundred 
and  sixty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

Section  10.     Any  domestic  corporation  subject  to  the

maintain,  disburse  and  apply  an  emergency  fund  in  accord- 
ance with  its  by-laws,  not  however  at  any  time  exceed- 
ing in  amount  collected  from  its  members  five  per  cent 
of  the  agffre^ate  face  value  of  all  its  benefit  certificates 
then  outstanding.  If  any  part  of  such  fund  payable  by 
a  member  under  such  by-laws  remains  unpaid  at  his  de- 
cease the  same  may  be  deducted  from  the  amount  pay- 
able to  his  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries :  provided,  ho^uever, 
that  any  decrease  in  such  face  value  shall  not  require  a 
corresponding  diminution  of  such  emergency  fund.  The 
emergency  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of 
death  or  disabihty  benefits.  The  death  fund  while  held 
in  trust  shall  be  invested  in  securities  in  which  insurance 
companies  are  allowed  by  law  to  invest  their  capital,  or 
deposited  in  safe  banking  institutions  subject  to  sight 
drafts,  for  distribution  to  the  beneficiaries  aforesaid. 
Whenever  the  death  fund  shall  exceed  above  all  known 


easiirer  of

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liabilities  the  amount  of  three  assessments  as  aforesaid  the 
excess  shall  be  transferred  to  the  emergency  fund.  The 
emergency  fund  shall  be  invested  in  securities  in  which 
insurance  companies  are  allowed  by  law  to  invest  their 
capital,  but  a  part  thereof,  not  exceeding  twenty  per 
cent,  may  be  invested  in  a  building  for  use  and  occupancy 
by  the  corporation  as  its  home  office,  within  this  Com- 
monwealth.

by-laws,  and  provided,  further,  that  no  sale,  assignment, 
release,  discharge  or  surrender  of  said  securities  t6  or  in 
favor  of  any  obligor,  mortgagor  or  other  person,  shall  be 
valid  or  of  any  effect  against  the  corporation  owning  the 
same,  unless  the  original  papers  which  constitute  or  are 
the  evidence  of  said  securities  are  transferred  or  sur- 
rendered to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  except  in  case 
of  the  actual  loss  or  destruction  thereof.

No  contract  under  this  act  shall  be  valid  or  legal  which  [ioj;*f/"o,"t"rlct9 
shall  be  conditional  upon  an  agreement  or  understand-  not  valid,  etc. 
ing  that  the  person  to  whom  the  death  benefit  is  made 
payable  shall  pay  the  dues  and  assessments,  or  either  of 
them.     Death,  disability  and  expense  assessments  may  be 
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called  together :  provided^  that  the  proportion  to  be  used 
for  either  purpose  shall  be  distinctly  stated  and  the 
amount  received  for  each  fund  shall  be  held  and  used  only 
in  the  manner  heretofore  specified. 

Any  sum  may  be  transferred  from  the  expense  fund  to 
any  other  fund  by  vote  of  the  directors. 

Section  14.  Any  domestic  corporation  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  addition  to  the  revenues  in  this 
act  provided  for,  may  receive  and  hold  gifts,  bequests 
and  moneys  from  other  sources,  which  shall  be  placed 
and  held  in  a  separate  fund ;  subject  however  to  transfer 
in  accordance  with  its  by-laws  to  other  funds  herein 
authorized. 

Section  15.  Any  corporation  organized  under  or  con- 
ducting its  business  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of

qualify  as  witnesses  under  oath,  and  examine  the  directors,

He  may  in  his  dis- 
cretion accept,  in  lieu  of  such  examination,  the  examina- 
tion of  the  insurance  department  of  the  state  where  such 
foreign  corporation  is  organized. 

Section  20.  Every  foreign  corporation  shall,  before 
doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth,  appoint  in  writing 
the  insurance  commissioner  or  his  successor  in  office  to 
be  its  true  and  lawful  attorney,  upon  whom  all  lawful 
process  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  shall  be 
served;  and  in  such  writing  shall  agree  that  any  lawful 
process  against  it  which  is  served  on  said  attorney  shall 
be  of  the  same  legal  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on 
the  corporation,  and  that  the  authority  shall  continue  in 
force  so  long  as  any  liability  remains  outstanding  against 
the  corporation  in  this  Commonwealth.  A  copy  of  the 
writing,  duly  certified  and  authenticated,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  commissioner,  and  copies  certified  by 
him  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  evidence  thereof.  Service 
upon  such  attorney  shall  be  made  by  leaving  the  same 
in  his  hands  or  office,  and  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
service  upon  the  principal.  When  legal  process  against 
any  such  corporation  is  served  upon  the  commissioner  he 
shall  immediately  notify  the  corporation  of  such  service, 
by  letter,  prepaid  and  directed  to  its  secretary ;  and  shall, 
Avithin  two  days  after  such  service,  forward  in  the  same 
manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served  on  him  to  such  sec- 
retary, or  to  any  person  previously  designated  by  the 
corporation  in  writing.  The  plaintiff  in  each  process  so 
served  shall  pay  to  the  commissioner  at  the  time  of  such 
service  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recovered  by 
him  as  part  of  the  taxable  costs  if  he  prevails  in  the  suit. 
The  commissioner  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  processes 
served  upon  him,  which  record  shall  show  the  day  and 
hour  when  such  service  was  made. 

Section  21.  No  corporation  organized  or  transacting

said  property  shall  be  held  subject  to  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions and  upon  the  trusts  set  forth  in  said  deed. 

Section  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

massachusetts  hospital  eor  dipsomaniacs  and  inehriates. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1,     The  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  dollars  is  Massachusetts 
hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the.  d^pTominracs 
Commonwealth  from  the  ordinary  revenue,  for  necessary  '^"^  inebriates. 
expenses  in  excess  of  receipts  at  the  Massachusetts  hospital 
for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates  during  the  year  ending 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  one. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  iiaverhill. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloios : 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Haverhill  ^|i\y  °^  ^^^®'■■ 
shall  continue  to  be  a  body  pohtic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Haverhill,  and  as  such  shall 
have,  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges 
and  immunities,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
obligations  pertaining  to  and  incumbent  upon  said  city 
as  a  municipal  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  government  of  the  city  and  the  gen-  Management, 
eral  management  and  control  of  all  the  fiscal,  prudential  fpai'a'kaTrs.Ttc. 
and  municipal  affairs  thereof  shall  ])e  vested  in  a  single 
officer,  to  l)e  called  the  mayor,  and  in  a  legislative  body, 
to  be  called  the  board  of  aldermen,  except  that  the  gen- 
eral management  and  control  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
city  shall  be  vested  in  a  school  committee. 
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Section  3.  The  territory  of  the  city  shall  continue  to 
be  divided  into  seven  wards,  with  the  same  boundaries 
as  those  now  existing. 

Section  4.  All  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  for  elections  and  for  other  municipal  or  legal  purposes 
shall  be  called  by  warrants  issued  by  order  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
general  law  governing  elections. 

Section  5.  The  municipal  election  shall  take  place 
annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December,  and  the  mu- 
nicipal year  shall  begin  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  and  continue  until  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  fol- 
lowing January. 

Section  6;  At  the  municipal  election  the  qualified 
voters  shall  in  the  several  wards  give  in  their  votes  by 
l)allot  for  mayor  and  for  members  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men and  of  the  school  committee,  or  for  such  of  them  as 
are  to  be  elected,  and  the  person  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  any  office  shall  be  deemed  and  de- 
clared to  be  elected  to  such  office ;  and  whenever  two  or 
more  persons  are  to  be  elected  to  the  same  office  the 
several  persons  up  to  the  number  required  to  be  chosen, 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  deemed 
and  declared  to  be  elected.  All  officers  shall  be  notified 
by  the  city  clerk  of  their  election. 

Section  7.  When  no  convenient  wardroom  for  holding 
the  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  a  ward  can  be  had 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  such  ward  the  board  of 
aldermen  may  in  the  warrant  for  calhng  a  meeting  of 
the  qualified  voters  of  such  ward  direct  that  the  meeting 
be  held  in  some  convenient  place  within  the  hmits  of  an 
adjacent  ward  of  the  city ;  and  for  such  purpose  the  place 
so  assigned  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  ward  for  which 
the  election  is  held. 

Section  8.  General  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  may  from  time  to  time  be  held  according  to  the  right 
secured  to  the  people  by  the  constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  such  meetings  may,  and,  upon  the  request  in 
writing  of  fifty  qualified  voters  setting  forth  the  pm'poses 
thereof,  shall  be  called. 

Section  9.  The  mayor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  at  large  voting  in  their  respective  wards, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  municipal  year  next  fol- 
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lowing  his  election  and  until  another  shall  be  chosen  and 
qualified  in  his  place. 

Section  10.  At  the  first  annual  election  after  the  Aldermen, 
acceptance  of  this  act  fourteen  aldermen,  two  aldermen  ttll '°"'  ^™^' 
being  selected  from  each  ward,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  large  voting  in  their  re- 
spective wards;  one  from  each  ward  to  hold  office  for 
one  year  and  one  for  two  years,  and  at  each  succeeding 
annual  election  there  shall  be  elected  seven  aldermen, 
one  alderman  being  selected  from  each  ward  to  be  voted 
for  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  large,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first 
Monday  in  January  next  following  their  election. 

Section  11.  If  it  shall  appear  that  there  is  no  choice  vacancies,  etc. 
of  mayor,  or  if  the  jierson  elected  to  that  office  shall  refuse 
to  accept  office,  or  shall  die  before  qualifying,  or  if  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur  more  than  four  months 
previous  to  the  annual  municipal  election,  the  board  of 
aldennen  shall  forthwith  cause  warrants  to  be  issued  for 
a  new  election,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in 
all  respects  as  are  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  election 
of  a  mayor;  and  such  proceedings  shall  be  continued 
until  the  election  of  a  mayor  is  completed.  If  the  full 
number  of  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  then  re- 
quired to  be  chosen  shall  not  be  elected  at  the  annual 
municipal  election,  or  if  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a 
member  thereof  shall  occur  more  than  four  months 
previous  to  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  the  board 
of  aldemien  shall  forthwith  cause  a  new  election  to  be 
held  as  aforesaid,  to  fill  the  vacancy.

Section  16.  Every  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  required  by  law  to  be  presented 
to  the  mayor  shall  be  presented  by  the  clerk  of  said  board 
to  the  mayor  for  his  approval  in  writing ;  and  thereupon 
the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  provided  by  law 
in  relation  to  similar  ordinances,  orders,  resolutions  and 
votes  of  a  city  council.  The  clerk  shall  hold  every  such 
ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  vote,  unless  otherwise  or-

hill, chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  relative  to 
the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Haverhill,  and  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  all  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  relative  to  the 
board  of  water  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Haverhill, 
shall  continue  in  full  force,  except  that  no  vote  or  order 
of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  authorizing  the 
expenditure  of  over  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  valid 
without  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  who  shall  approve 
or  disapprove  of  the  vote  or  order  within  the  time  re- 
quired by  law  for  him  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  votes 
or  orders  passed  by  the  ])oard  of  aldermen,  and  if  within 
the  time  required  he  does  not  do  so  the  vote  or  order 
shall  have  the  force  of  laAV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
registrar  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  to  trans- 
mit  every  such  vote  or  order  to  the  mayor  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  its  passage  by  the  board.

public  drain  or  sewer,  in  case  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
shall  judge  the  same  necessary  or  proper  for  the  health 
and  cleanliness  of  the  city. 

Sp:ction  44.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  may  make  by- 
laws, with  suitable  penalties,  for  the  inspection  and  sur- 
vey, measurement  and  sale  of  lumber,  wood,  hay,  coal 
and  bark  brought  into  or  exposed  in  the  city  for  sale. 
The  mayor  and  aldermen  may  also  make  all  such  salutary 
and  needful  ordinances  and  by-laws  as  cities  and  towns

for  the  breach  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  shall  be  paid 
into  the  city  treasury. 

The  management  and  control  of  the 
schools  of  the  city  shall  be  vested  in  a  school  committee, 
consisting  of  one  member  from  each  ward.  The  terms 
of  all  members  of  the  present  school  committee  shall 
expire  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  after  the 
acceptance  of  this  act.

Unless  thereto  required  by  law  the  school 
committee  shall  cause  no  liability  to  be  incurred  and  no 
expenditure  to  be  made  for  any  purpose  beyond  the 
specific  appropriation  which  has  been  made  therefor  by 
the  board  of  aldermen,  except  that  after  the  expiration 
of  the  financial  year  and  before  the  making  of  the  regular 
appropriations  liabilities  payable  out  of  a  regular  appro- 
priation may  be  incurred  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one 
sixth  of  the  total  of  the  appropriation  made  for  similar 
purposes  in  the  preceding  year.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloios: 

Section  forty-two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-four  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole 
of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing :  —  Section  42.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  all  elevator 
cabs  or  cars,  whether  used  for  freight  or  passengers, 
shall  be  provided  with  some  suitable  mechanical  device 
whereby  they  will  be  securely  held  in  the  event  of  an 
accident  to  the  shipper  rope  or  hoisting  machinery,  or 
any  similar  accident,  and  they  shall  be  guarded  and 
equipped  with  some  attachment  or  device  fastened  to 
the  elevator  cab  or  car,  elevator  well,  or  floor  of  the 
building,  which  shall  prevent  any  person  from  being 
caught  between  the  floor  of  the  cab  or  car  and  the  floor 
of  the  building  while  attempting  to  enter  or  leave  the 
elevator.  All  elevators  used  for  carrying  freight  shall 
be  equipped  with  some  suitable  device  which  shall  act  as 
a  danger  signal  to  warn  people  of  the  approach  of  the 
elevator.  All  elevator  wells  built  after  the  first  day  of 
January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  shall  be 
so  constructed  that  that  part  of  the  inside  surface  of  the 
well  which  comes  in  front  of  the  opening  or  door  of  the 
cab  or  car  shall  be  flush  with  the  cab  or  car,  and  the  door 
opening  from  said  elevator  Avell  into  the  building  shall 
be  placed  not  more  than  two  inches  back  from  the  face 
of  said  well,  so  as  to  allow  no  space  for  a  foothold  be- 
tween the  car  and  well  door  of  the  building.  All  the 
above  construction  work  and  devices  shall  be  approved 
by  the  inspectors  of  factories  and  public  buildings,  except 
that  in  the  city  of  Boston  they  shall  be  approved  by  the 
building  commissioner,  and  in  other  cities  by  the  in- 
spector of  buildings :  proinded,  however,  that  upon  the 
approval  of  said  commissioner,  or  inspector  of  buildings, 
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or  inspector  of  factories  and  public  buildings,  any  ele- 
vator may  be  used  without  any  or  all  of  such  appliances 
or  devices  when  the  nature  of  the  business  is  such  that 
the  necessity  for  the  same  will  not  warrant  the  expense.

To  provide  funds  for  the  construction 
and  enlargement  of  certain  public  buildings  hereinafter 
named,  and  for  the  proper  keeping  of  prisoners  and  of 
the  insane  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  is  hereby  authorized, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  issue 
scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  years.

money  and  incur  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  thousand  dollars  beyond  its  debt  limit  as  fixed 
by  law,  and  may  issue  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  therefor, 
to  be  denominated  on  the  face  thereof,  Haverhill  Court 
House  and  Police  Station  Loan.

Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  civil  service 
commissioners  a  person  is  appointed  or  employed  in  the 
public  service  classified  under  civil  service  rules  in  viola- 
tion of  any  of  such  rules  the  commissioners  shall,  after 
written  notice  mailed  to  the  appointing  or  employing 
officer  or  officers  and  to  such  person,  notify  in  writing 
the  treasurer,  auditor  or  other  disbursing  officer  of  the 
Commonwealth,  city  or  town  in  whose  service  such  person 
is  so  employed,  and  the  payment  of  any  compensation 
to  such  person  shall  be  illegal  and  shall  cease  upon  the 
expiration  of  one  week  after  the  maihng  of  the  latter 
notice,  until  the  legality  of  such  appointment  or  employ- 
ment is  chily  established. 

Section  2.  The  attorney-general  may,  within  thirty 
days  after  said  notice  to  such  treasurer,  auditor  or  other 
disbursing  officer,  file  in  the  superior  court,  sitting  in 
equity  for  the  county  in  which  such  appointee  or  em- 
ployee was  appointed  or  employed,  an  information  in 
the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto  against  such  appointee  or 
employee,  and  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  the  same. 
At  any  time  after  the  beginning  of  such  proceedings  the 
court  may,  if  it  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  reasonable 
doubt  whether  the  employment  of  such  person  is  in  viola- 
tion of  such  rules,  order  that  the  compensation  accruing 
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to  the  person  notified,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
one,  shall  be  paid  to  him  until  otherwise  ordered  by  said 
court.  In  case  the  attorney-general  shall  fail  Avithin  said 
thirty  days  to  file  such  information  the  said  notice  shall 
be  regarded  as  null  and  void.

Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  isos,  326,  §2, 
of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  liundred  and  ninety-eight  ""'^"'''''•• 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  wliole  of  said  sec- 
tion, after  the  word  "warden",  in  the  eleventh  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  From  the  time 
of  such  delivery  until  the  infliction  of  the  punishment  of 
death  upon  him,  unless  he  shall  be  lawfully  discharged 
from  such  imprisonment,  the  convict  under  sentence  shall 
be  kept  in  a  cell  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  access  to  him  without  an  order  of  the

The  general  court  of  1901,  during  its  annual  session,  passed  532 
acts  and  116  resolves  which  received  the  approval  of  his  excellency 
the  governor. 

Six  acts  entitled,  respectively,  "  An  Act  to  establish  at  nine  inches 
the  length  at  which  lobsters  may  lawfully  be  sold  or  held  in  pos- 
session ",  "  An  Act  to  repeal  certain  acts  relative  to  the  mutilation  of 
lobsters",  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Boston  to  place  Andrew 
C.  Soott  upon  the  pension  roll  of  its  fire  department",  "An  Act  to 
provide  that  certain  police  officers  in  cities  shall  have  one  day  oft'  in 
every  twenty-seven  days  ",  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  fire  department 
employees  in  certain  cities  and  towns  ",  and  "  An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  constniction  of  a  system  of  subways  in  the  city  of  Boston  by  the 
Boston  transit  commission  ",  were  passed  and  laid  before  the  governor 
for  his  approval,  and  were  returned  by  him,  wath  his  oljijections 
thereto,  to  the  branch  in  which  they  respectively  originated ;  were 
reconsidered,  and  the  vote  being  taken  on  passing  the  same,  the 
objections  of  the  governor  to  the  contrary'  notwithstanding,  they 
were  rejected,  two  thirds  of  the  members  not  having  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  on  Wednesday,  June  19,  at 
9.36  P.M.,  the  session  having  occupied  169  days.

His  Excellency  W.  Murray  Crane. 


At  twelve  o'clock  on  Thursday,  the  third  day  of  eTan- 
uary,  his  excellency  the  governor,  accompanied  by  his 
honor  the  lieutenant  governor,  the  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive council,  and  officers  of  the  civil  and  military 
departments  of  the  government,  met  the  senate  and  house 
of  representatives,  in  convention,  and  delivered  the  fol- 
lowing 

ADDRESS. 
Members  of  the  General  Court  of  MassacJmsetts : 

Almost  on  the  eve  of  your  assembling  my  predecessor 
in  office,  who  so  recentl}^  stood  in  this  place  to  speak 
words  of  suggestion  and  counsel  to  the  general  court, 
passed  away,  mourned  sincerely  by  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Roger  Wolcott  had  given  the  ripest 
years  of  his  life  to  the  service  of  the  state,  discharging 
every  public  duty  with  distinguished  ability  and  splendid 
integiity.  He  leaves  the  best  legacy  a  man  can  transmit 
to  posterity,  —  the  memory  of  a  useful,  successful  and 
well-spent  life. 

FINANCIAL    STATEIMENT. 

In  preparing  a  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Commonwealth,  I  have  decided  to  follow  the  plan 
adopted  a  year  ago,  of  presenting  in  detail  the  entire 
series  of  loans  outstanding,  with  the  offsetting  accumula- 
tions in  the  sinking  funds  pledged  to  their  redemption. 

The  gross  debt  of  the  state  is  divided  into  two  classes, 
—  the  indebtedness  for  which  the  whole  state  is  directly 
liable,  and  the  indebtedness  for  the  payment  of  which 
certain  cities  and  towns  are  liable.  These  two  classes  of 
indebtedness  may  be  described  for  convenience  as  the 
actual  state  debt  and  the  contingent  debt.  From  each 
of  these  classes  of  indebtedness  must  be  deducted  the 
accumulations  in  the  sinking  funds  applicable  to  them, 
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in  order  to  show  the  net  aetual  state  debt  and  the  net 
contingent  debt.     The  details  are  as  follows  :  —

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Of  the  net  contingent  debt  of  $3(3,112,264.01, 
652, 2 (> 4. 91  is  to  be  paid  by  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
metropolitan  water,  parks  and  sewerage  districts.  Tliis 
sum  will  be  increased  many  millions  by  loans  already 
authorized  but  not  yet  issued. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  against  further 
present  expenditures  in  the  metropolitan  districts,  except 
to  complete  work  ah'eady  begun  ;  and  I  cannot  urge  too 
strongly  the  closest  scrutiny  of  appropriations  for  all 
departments  of  the  public  service.  The  power  to  appro- 
priate money  for  public  uses  is  one  that  should  be  exer- 
cised Avith  care  and  caution.  Taxation  is  borne  always 
with  hardship,  and  to  lessen  its  exactions  should  be  the 
constant  endeavor  of  the  legislator.  The  salaries  paid 
by  the  Conunonwealth  arc,  in  the  main,  adequate,  and 
increases  slioidd  not  be  authorized  except  in  manifestly 
deserving  cases.  You  cannot  be  too  vigilant  in  guarding 
the  public  treasury.  The  tendency  of  the  times  is  to  pile 
up  debt  without  taking  sufficient  thought  as  to  the  means 
of  payment.  Simplicity  of  method  and  economy  in  ad- 
ministration should  be  the  watchword  of  every  depart- 
ment of  the  })ublic  service. 

BOSTON    AND    MAINE    RAILROAD    BONDS. 

During  1900  advantage  was  taken  of  a  fortunate  opi)or- 
tunity  to  exchange  the  50,000  shares  of  connnon  stock  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  which  had  been  oAvned 
by  the  Conmionwealth  for  thirteen  years,  and  which  had 
never  yielded  any  income,  for  $5,000,000  in  3  per  cent 
bonds  of  the  Boston  and  ^Nlaine  Railroad.  The  Fitchburg 
railroad  common  stock  had  been  carried  in  the  sinking 
fund  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Securities  Loan,  in  addi- 
tion to  $5,000,000  in  bonds  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company ;  and  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general,  as 
required  b}"  law,  after  th<'  exchange  was  made,  applied 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  bonds  to  this  same  sinking 
fund. 

The  result  has  been  to  increase  this  sinking  fund  to 
$10,000,000  for  the  discharge  of  an  obligation  of  $5,000,- 
000.  Moreover,  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Securities  Loan 
pays  interest  at  3%  per  cent  per  annum,  while  the  Com- 
monwealth derives  from  the  Fitchburg  railroad  bonds 
held  against  it  4  per  cent  per  annum,  making  an  excess 
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of  $25,000  per  annum.  It  is  clear  then  that  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  bonds  should  not  be  continued  in  that 
sinkinsr  fund. 

It  is  for  the  general  court  to  determine  what  disposition 
shall  be  made  of  these  bonds.  In  the  present  state  of 
the  law  the  interest  on  the  bonds,  namely,  $150,000  per 
annum,  is  required  to  be  paid  into  the  income  of  the 
Massachusetts  School  Fund. 

I  have  been  urged  to  recommend  that  these  bonds  be 
transferred  to  the  Massachusetts  School  Fund,  to  become 
a  permanent  contribution  thereto,  the  chief  argument  in 
behalf  of  this  policy  resting,  as  I  understand  it,  on  the 
proposition  that  an  increase  of  the  fund  to  $10,000,000 
would  settle  for  many  years  to  come  questions  which  now 
occupy  your  attention  annually  in  respect  to  the  alleged 
inequality  of  burdens  borne  by  cities  and  towns  in  their 
local  taxation  for  school  purposes.  I  have  not  been  con- 
vinced that  this  is  the  proper  disposition  to  be  made  of 
these  securities,  but  I  feel  that  I  ought,  in  justice  to  the 
advocates  of  this  plan ,  —  men  whose  opinions  I  value 
highly,  —  to  present  their  side  of  the  case  fairly  and 
adequately. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  the  best  use  to  be  made  of  this 
new  asset  is  to  transfer  it  to  the  Abolition  of  Grade 
Crossings  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  and  thus  reduce  the  sum 
total  of  our  state  indebtedness,  rather  than  to  have  it 
serve  as  a  contribution  to  a  fund,  however  Avorthy  its 
object  may  be,  which  can  never  be  used  to  discharge  a 
dollar  of  the  CommonAvealth's  obligations. 

The  amount  of  the  loans  outstandin<j  for  orrade  crossing 
purposes  is  now  $8,000,000.  Five  million  dollars  have 
been  issued  for  general  application  throughout  the  state, 
and  a  special  loan  of  $3,000,000  for  the  abolition  of  the 
crossing's  on  the  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  raih'oad  in  Boston,  Hyde  Park  and  Dedham. 
If  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  bonds  were  transferred 
to  the  Abolition  of  Grade  Crossings  Loan  Sinking  Fund, 
with  the  provision  that  the  interest  accruing  from  them 
should  be  applied  directly  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  an  equal  amount  of  our  own  abolition  of  grade  crossing 
bonds,  it  would  save  an  annual  tax  upon  the  people,  for 
the  payment  of  such  interest,  of  $150,000,  while  the  bal- 
ance of  the  Abolition  of  Grade  Crossings  Loan  Sinking 
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Fund  now  in  hand,  amounting  approximately  to  $720,- 
000,  would,  without  further  assessments  therefor,  take 
care  of  the  additional  $3,000,000  at  maturity. 

METROPOLITAN    WATER    DISTRICT. 

The  building  of  the  Wachusctt  reservoir,  the  most  im- 
portant work  entrusted  to  the  metropolitan  water  board, 
has  progressed  favorably  during  the  past  year.  The  soil 
of  about  one  third  of  the  entire  area  of  the  bed  of  the 
reservoir,  or  something  over  two  S(|uare  miles,  has  been 
stripped  or  removed.  A  contract  has  been  made  for 
building  the  main  dam,  and  the  necessary  excavations 
before  the  actual  construction  can  begin  have  l)een  nearly 
completed.  The  completion  of  the  dam  and  reservoir 
will  retjuire  a  period  of  at  least  five  years. 

The  jnimping  facilities  of  the  metropolitan  water  dis- 
trict have  been  greatly  enlarged  by  the  construction  of 
the  two  new  pumping  stations  at  Chestnut  Hill  and  Spot 
Pond,  and  the  installation  of  four  new  engines,  having  a 
total  capacity  for  pumping  125,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  work  of  improving  Spot  Pond,  by  the  removal  of 
the  soil  and  mud  and  of  largely  increasing  its  depth,  has 
been  completed.  The  enlargement  of  the  capacity  of 
this  reservoir  from  750,000,000  to  1,800,000,000  gallons 
stored  Avithin  the  limits  of  the  district  affords  additional 
security  in  case  of  emergency  or  accident,  and,  having  a 
height  of  29  feet  above  the  level  of  Chestnut  Hill  reser- 
voir, it  has  been  made  an  important  adjunct  for  the  supply 
of  the  district. 

There  has  been  in  recent  years  an  extraordinary  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  water,  the  daily  consumption  per 
inhabitant  having  risen  in  the  metropolitan  Avater  district 
during  the  last  ten  years  from  73  to  113  gallons.  The 
increased  consumption  has  convinced  the  metropolitan 
water  board  that  it  is  unsafe  to  longer  delay  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  aqueduct,  in  accordance  with  the  original 
recommendation  and  the  legislation  of  11)00,  from  the 
Sudbury  reservoir  to  the  .site  of  an  equalizing  reservoir 
to  be  built  in  the  town  of  AYeston,  whence  the  water 
will  be  conveyed  in  large  mains  to  the  various  portions 
of  the  district.  No  appropriation  was  authorized  by  the 
act  for  the  construction  of  the  Weston  aqueduct,  but  it 
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is  the  opinion  of  the  water  board  that  it  can  be  built 
within  the  sum  of  $4,982,000,  whicli  the  state  board  of 
health  estimated  that  it  would  cost. 

The  act  of  1895  creating  the  metropolitan  water  dis- 
trict authorized  the  issue  of  loans  to  the  amount  of 
$27,000,000,  It  was  estimated  that  the  work  of  con- 
struction, aside  from  the  taking  of  the  water  works  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  would  require  an  expenditure  of 
$19,045,800.  It  is  expected  that  this  work  of  construc- 
tion will  be  completed  within  the  sum  originally  esti- 
mated. The  board  has  expended,  in  reimbursing  the 
city  of  Boston  for  work  begun  on  the  Sudbury  reservoir 
and  in  completing  the  reservoir,  $2,919,7(37.  It  has  in 
addition  paid  on  account  to  the  city  of  Boston  $5,000,000 
for  the  other  works  of  that  city  M'hich  have  been  taken. 
These  expi'nditures  and  the  completion  of  the  Avorks 
embraced  in  the  original  recommendations  Avill  require 
substantially  the  entire  $27,000,000,  for  which  loans  are 
now  authorized. 

During  the  past  year  the  suit  instituted  b}^  the  city  of 
Boston  for  damages  on  account  of  the  taking  of  its  water 
works  has  been  settled  for  a  total  sum  of  $12,531,000,  so 
there  will  be  required  a  further  payment  of  $7,531,000, 
with  some  interest  charges,  to  the  city  of  Boston. 

It  Avill  be  necessary  therefore  for  these  two  pm'poscs, 
the  discharge  of  the  indebtedness  to  the  city  of  Boston 
and  the  construction  of  the  Weston  aqueduct,  to  authorize 
an  additional  metropolitan  water  loan  of  $12,500,000. 
This  would  raise  the  total  expense  of  the  sj^stem  to 
$39,500,000. 

But  this  is  not  all.  Under  the  present  provisions  of 
the  metropolitan  water  act  an  additional  sum  of  $4,500,- 
000  will  be  required.  The  act  provided  that  the  assess- 
ments imposed  upon  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  district 
to  meet  the  cost  of  maintenance,  interest  on  the  loans, 
and  the  requirements  of  the  sinking  fund,  should  not 
begin  until  the  year  1898,  and  that  $300,000  should  be 
assessed  for  that  year,  to  which  $42,500  were  added  on 
account  of  the  preliminary  expenditures  of  the  state  board 
of  health.  An  increase  of  $200,000  is  made  in  each 
successive  year  until  the  total  assessments  are  sufficient 
to  meet  the  total  requirements.  The  earlier  assessments 
are  inadequate  to  meet  the  annual  requirements  and  the 
deficiency  arising  each  year  will  have  to  be  made  up  by 
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increasing  the  ultimate  indebtedness.  In  my  opinion  the 
assessments  should  be  increased  at  once,  to  meet  the 
annual  requirements  and  to  avoid  a  deficiency  which  as 
I  have  ah'eady  said,  unless  the  assessments  are  enlarged, 
Avill  finall}^  reach  an  estimated  total  of  $4,500,000.  There 
seems  to  be  little  reason  why  the  policy  of  "  pay  as  you 
go  ",  should  not  be  adopted  forthwith. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  state  loans  authorized 
to  be  made  under  the  metropolitan  Avatcr  act  are  but 
nominal  additions  to  the  state  debt,  and  that  the  act  pro- 
vides for  the  payment  at  maturity  of  the  entire  amount 
of  the  loans  by  the  cities  and  towns  included  in  the 
district. 

METROPOLITAN    PARKS    DISTRICT. 

The  year  1900  was  an  important  one  in  matters  relating 
to  the  metropolitan  parks.  It  had  been  designated  by 
the  legislature  of  1896  as  the  year  in  which  the  system 
should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  brought  to  completion,  in 
order  that  there  might  be  a  review  and  an  equitable 
apportionment  of  the  benefits  and  expenses  laid  upon  the 
district.  This  has  been  done.  The  first  annual  appro- 
priation for  care  and  maintenance  has  been  made  and 
included  in  the  state  tax,  and  other  appropriations  have 
been  confined  to  the  completion  of  portions  of  the  system 
entered  upon  in  previous  years.  As  a  result  the  district 
has  been  able  to  comprehend  fully  the  value  of  what  has 
been  accomplished,  and  in  the  light  of  this  knowledge  to 
present  its  views  to  a  special  commission  appointed  by 
the  supreme  judicial  court  to  apportion  the  cost  of  the 
system  and  the  }■  early  expense  of  its  maintenance.  The 
apportionment  made  is  now  under  review  by  the  court. 

Under  the  appropriations  of  1900,  and  in  fulfilment  of 
the  specified  purposes  for  which  they  were  made.  Fuller's 
wharf  on  Charles  river  has  been  purchased  for  $30,000, 
the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  subject  to  a  right  of 
occupancy  for  three  years.  Detailed  plans  for  improving 
Charles  river  between  the  United  States  arsenal  and  the 
town  landing  in  AVatertown  arc  nearly  completed.  This 
work,  for  which  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  has  been 
made,  will  probably  be  carried  out  during  the  present 
year.  Under  the  boulevard  appropriation  of  1900  the 
surfacing  of  Kevere  Beach  parkAvay  will  begin  early  in 
the  year.     The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  $200,- 
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000.  Plans  for  the  bridge  between  Mattapan  square  and 
the  Blue  Hills  parkway  are  well  advanced.  Important 
Avork  has  been  done  along  the  Mystic  Valley  parkAvay 
and  in  the  territory  adjacent  to  the  Middlesex  Fells  in 
Winchester  and  Medford. 


METROPOLITAN    SEWERAGE    DISTRICT. 

The  principal  work  now  in  the  hands  of  the  metropoli- 
tan sewerage  commission  is  the'  construction  of  a  high- 
level  sewer  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  1899.  This 
sewer  begins  at  a  pumping  station  to  be  erected  on  Ward 
street,  Kox))ury,  and  extends  tlu'ough  Roxbury,  West 
Roxbury,  Hyde  Park,  Milton  and  Quincy  to  Nut  island, 
and  thence  under  the  w^aters  of  Boston  harbor  to  two 
outlets  near  Peddock's  island.  The  total  length  of  this 
sewer  is  about  1(5  miles.  Most  of  it  is  from  10  to  12 
feet  in  diameter,  and  its  estimated  cost  is  $4, GOO, 000. 
Several  years  will  be  required  for  its  completion. 

The  Charles  River  and  Neponset  Valley  systems,  since 
their  completion  several  years  ago,  have  emptied  into  the 
Boston  main  drainage  system,  the  sewage  being  carried 
to  Moon  island.  The  new  high-level  sewer  was  designed 
to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Boston  main 
sewer,  to  save  the  large  and  rapidly  increasing  rental 
paid  to  the  city  of  Boston,  and  to  provide  an  outlet  for 
Quincy  and  portions  of  Roxbur}',  Dorchester  and  West 
Roxbury,  not  included  in  the  present  area  of  the  metro- 
politan sewerage  system. 

The  north  metropolitan  system  which  drains  the  ter- 
ritory north  of  the  Charles  river  was  completed  in  189(5. 
The  legislature  of  1900  however  added  a  portion  of 
Wakefield  to  the  district,  and  provided  for  the  construc- 
tion of  additional  outlets  for  Chelsea  and  Everett.  This 
work,  requu'ing  the  construction  of  about  5  miles  of 
sewer,  and  for  which  the  sum  of  $265,000  was  appropri- 
ated, is  all  under  contract  and  will  be  completed  this 
year. 

BOSTON    HARBOR. 

The  improvement  of  Boston  harbor  is  at  present  of 
paramount  importance.  The  great  draft  of  the  modern 
steamship  requires  water  considerably  deeper  than  the 
present  channels  of  the  harbor  afibrd.     The  federal  gov- 
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ernment  is  now  excavating  a  channel  1,200  feet  wide  and 
30  feet  deep  on  the  southerly  side  of  Broad  Sound,  be- 
tween President  Roads  and  the  ocean.  It  is  also  excavat- 
ing a  channel  1,000  feet  wide  and  27  feet  deep  from 
President  Roads  as  far  up  the  harbor  as  Constitution 
AVharf.  Even  these  mii)rovements  are  insufficient  for 
the  requirements  of  the  i)ort ;  consequentl}^  a  new  project 
is  now  before  congress,  for  a  channel  1,500  feet  wide  and 
35  feet  deep  from  Broad  Sound  to  President  Roads,  and 
1,200  feet  wide,  of  like  depth,  through  the  upper  harbor. 

The  most  encourairin"-  assurances  have  been  received 
from  Washington  that  this  project  will  be  carried  tln-ough 
successfully.  The  committee  on  rivers  and  harbors  has 
given  its  sanction  to  a  plan  for  deepening  Boston  harbor, 
Avhich  will  re(|uire  an  expenditure  of  $8,000,000  ;  and  as 
a  beginning  it  has  voted  to  authorize  the  making  of  a 
contract  for  $3,(300,000,  which,  if  the  plan  meets  the 
approval  of  congress,  as  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
it  will,  in  future  will  be  supplemented  by  other  appro- 
priations, until  the  full  sum  of  $8,000,000  is  authorized. 
The  Massachusetts  delegation  in  congress  and  the  com- 
mercial organizations  of  Boston  have  done  most  effective 
service  in  behalf  of  this  harbor  project,  for  Avhich  they 
deserve  the  thanks  of  the  public. 

AVhile  the  outlook  is  encouraii'lns;  there  should  be  no 
suspension  of  effort.  The  demand  for  these  improve- 
ments should  be  urged  upon  congi-ess  without  cessation. 
The  national  government  has  deepened  the  waters  at 
other  ports  to  make  them  navigable  for  the  largest  steam- 
ships, and  it  will  do  a  similar  service  for  Boston  if  the 
movement  is  sustained  with  vigor  and  persistence. 

The  CommonAvealth's  pier  at  South  Boston,  built  for 
the  purpose  of  acconmiodating  the  very  largest  class  of 
steamships,  is  approaching  completion  ;  and  it  is  now 
necessary  that  the  streets  contemplated  under  the  orig- 
inal laying  out  of  the  Commonwealth  Hats  be  Iniilt,  in 
order  that  the  full  use  of  this  property  may  be  realized. 

CO^OIISSIONS. 

Under  the  laws  relative  to  prison  administration  the 
commissioners  of  prisons  have  the  general  oversight  of 
all  matters  in  the  state  prison  and  reformatories,  ex- 
cept the  industries,  which  are  under  the  control  of  the 
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general  superintendent  of  prisons.  The  governor  ap- 
points the  Avarden  and  certain  other  officers  of  the  state 
prison,  and  the  superintendents  and  some  other  officers 
of  the  reformatories.  This  arrangement  is  complicated 
and  unsystematic.  It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  now, 
or  that  there  has  been  in  recent  years,  cither  misunder- 
standing or  coijliict  of  authority  in  the  management  of 
the  prisons  ;  but  the  present  plan  is  nevertheless  open 
to  the  objection  that  there  is  no  direct  accountability 
through  the  several  gradations  of  the  service.  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  this  division  of  responsibility  should 
not  be  continued ;  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the 
offices  of  the  commissioners  of  prisons  and  the  general 
superintendent  of  prisons  be  combined,  by  transferring 
the  i)owers  of  the  general  superintendent  to  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  prisons,  and  by  authorizing  com- 
pensation to  one  member  of  that  board,  who  shall  be 
designated  as  chairman  by  the  governor.  Tlie  power  of 
ai)pointment  to  any  vacancy  in  the  offices  of  the  state 
jn'ison  and  reformatories,  now  filled  by  appointment  of 
the  executive,  should  then  be  vested  in  the  prison  com- 
mission . 

The  commissioners  of  prisons  and  the  general  super- 
intendent of  prisons  have  expressed  their  approval  of 
this  recommendation. 

A  change  in  commissions  which  I  believe  can  be  effected 
with  advantage  to  the  Conmionwealth  is  the  consolidation 
of  the  metropolitan  water  board  and  the  metropolitan 
sewerage  commission.  The  duties  imposed  on  these 
commissions  are  of  the  same  general  character,  and  it 
would  be  a  decided  gain  in  economy  of  administration  if 
they  were  controlled  by  a  single  board. 

The  general  court  of  1884  authorized  the  preparation 
and  completion  of  a  contour  topographical  surve}^  and  map 
of  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  made  in  co-operation  with 
the  United  States  geological  survey,  the  total  cost  of  the 
survey  to  the  Commonwealth  not  to  exceed  $40,000. 
This  was  intended  to  be  a  temporary  work,  lasting  a  few 
years  only  ;  but  the  commission  in  charge  of  it  has  been 
in  existence  now  for  more  than  sixteen  years,  and  sums 
aggregating  $253,874.59  have  been  appropriated  for 
its  use. 

I  do  not  question  the  good  faith  of  this  commission, 
nor  the  sincerity  of  its  belief  in  the  importance  of  the 
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service  performed  under  its  directions,  but  I  do  neverthe- 
less urge  that,  before  further  approprititions  are  made  for 
topographical  purposes,  you  will  investigate  carefully 
whether  the  value  of  the  work  justifies  the  expense 
entailed. 

REVISION    OF    THE    PUBLIC    STATUTES. 

The  work  of  the  commissioners  for  consolidating  and 
arranging  the  Public  Statutes,  under  the  resolve  of  189(), 
has  been  substantially  completed.  Their  report  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  printers,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for 
the  use  of  the  legislature  in  March.  The  general  duties 
imposed  upon  the  commissioners  by  the  resolve  were 
twofold :  —  First,  to  consolidate  and  arrano-e  existing 
laws,  and  render  them  concise,  plain  and  intelligible ; 
second,  to  suggest  any  mistakes,  omissions,  inconsist- 
encies and  imperfections  which  may  appear  in  the  laws 
to  be  consolidated  and  arranged,  and  the  manner  in  which 
they  may  be  corrected,  supplied  and  amended.  I  am 
informed  by  them  that  in  notes  forming  a  part  of  their 
report  the  commissioners  have  under  the  second  head  of 
their  duty  called  attention  to  many  suggested  corrections 
and  amendments. 

The  resolve  of  1880,  in  pursuance  of  which  the  last 
previous  revision  was  made,  contained  a  provision  that 
the  report  of  the  commissioners  was  "to  be  accepted  or 
rejected  by  the  legislature  without  amendment."  This 
provision  was  substantially  observed  by  the  general  court 
which  enacted  the  Public  Statutes ;  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  precedent  so  adopted  is  a  wise  one  to 
follow,  —  at  least  as  to  all  that  portion  of  the  revision 
which  does  not  contain  any  new  matter. 

If  the  general  court  undertakes  to  revise  the  work  of 
the  conmiissioners,  it  will  be  a  long  and  expensive  task. 
In  1859,  when  the  material  was  much  less,  the  legislature 
was  engaged  upon  the  work  in  extra  session  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  days,  in  addition  to  the  sessions  of  a  largo 
committee  which  extended  from  April  until  Septeml)cr; 
and  I  believe  that  the  experience  of  the  legislature  of 
1881  has  demonstrated  that  such  an  amount  of  labor  is 
wholly  unnecessary. 

I  therefore  rcconnnend  that  you  impose  upon  the  com- 
missioners the  responsibility  of  that  portion  of  their 
work  as  is  nierel}^  a  revision,  and  confine  your  attention 
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to  that  part  of  their  work  which  is  in  the  nature  of  sug- 
gesting corrections  and  amendments.  Should  the  com- 
mittee be  appointed  forthwith  to  examine  tlie  work  and 
report  before  the  close  of  the  regular  business  of  the 
session,  and  then  a  short  recess  be  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  incorporating  the  general  laws  indicated  this  year,  the 
whole  revision  will  be  available  to  the  public  many 
months  earlier;  and  at  great  saving  of  expense  and  time. 

EDUCATION. 

The  public  schools  have  been  kept  open  on  an  average 
nine  and  one  half  months  during  the  year,  —  one  and 
one  half  months  more  than  the  law  requires.  The  total 
expenditure  for  school  support,  exclusive  of  school  build- 
ings, was  $10,(377,48(1  ;  for  school  buildings,  $3,148,757. 
Of  the  total  expenditure  for  both  pm-poses  all  but  $275,- 
849  comes  from  local  taxation.  The  local  taxation  for 
school  support  amounts  to  $3.()2  for  each  $1,000  of  the 
state's  valuation,  or  the  same  as  last  year;  for  school 
buildings,  to  $1.09,  or  21  cents  less  than  last  year. 

It  would  contribute  to  the  further  improvement  of  the 
public  schools  if  the  state  should  issue  certificates  of 
qualifications  after  due  examination  to  superior  candidates 
for  teaching  and  supervising  positions,  and  furnish  school 
committees  with  lists  of  the  holders  thereof.  An  act  of 
the  legislature  alread}^  recognizes  the  principle  involved 
in  such  a  plan,  but  the  scope  of  the  act  needs  to  be 
widened  somewhat,  and  pains  taken  to  provide  adecjuate 
means  for  carrying  the  plan  into  execution. 


PUBLIC    HEALTH. 

So  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the  health  reports  of  the 
cities  and  towns  during  the  past  year,  the  year  1900, 
like  its  two  immediate  predecessors,  has  been  unusually 
free  from  widespread  epidemics,  and  the  health  of  the 
state  as  determined  by  these  returns  has  been  better  than 
that  of  any  year  in  the  past  half-centurv,  except  18G7 
and  1859. 

The  cities  and  the  larger  towns  are  every  year  becom- 
ing better  equipped  for  active  sanitary  work,  especially 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  ;  and  in 
several  of  the  cities  action  has  already  been  taken  under 
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the  provisions  of  chapter  511  of  the  acts  of  1884,  direct- 
ing cities  to  establisli  liospitals  for  tliis  class  of  diseases. 

Tlie  smaller  towns  to  the  number  of  150  or  more  are 
without  organized  health  boards,  and  a  decided  advance 
might  be  made  if  measures  could  be  taken  for  combining 
these  towns  into  sanitary  districts  large  enough  to  justify 
the  employment  of  competent  sanitary  inspectors. 

THE    CIVIL    SERVICE. 

The  civil  service  commissioners  report  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  applicants  examined  for  the  classified 
public  service  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  cities. 

There  are  now  under  the  protection  of  civil  service 
rules  about  8,000  public  employees,  with  an  aggregate 
compensation  of  approximately  $8,000,000,  paid  by  the 
public  for  efficient  service. 

It  is  recognized  that  these  subordinate  but  important 
positions  can,  with  justice  to  applicants  and  relief  to  ap- 
pointing officers,  be  filled  by  proper  examination  under 
civil  service  rules. 

The  commissioners  need,  and  I  recommend  that  they 
be  given,  more  authority  to  deal  with  violations  of  the 
law. 

RAPID    TRANSIT    IN    BOSTON. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Boston  transit  commission  that  the 
first  section  of  the  tunnel  which  is  to  connect  East  Boston 
with  the  city  proper,  a  distance  of  819  feet,  has  been 
completed.  A  second  section,  4,430  feet  long,  including 
all  that  portion  under  the  harbor,  was  contracted  for 
June  28  last,  and  is  now  in  process  of  construction.  The 
work  under  the  harbor  will  be  novel  and  difficult.  The 
date  fixed  for  the  completion  of  the  second  section  is 
June  15,  1903. 

The  tunnel  is  to  be  for  two  tracks,  and  will  be  23  feet 
wide.  It  is  as  wide  and  a  little  higher  than  the  two- 
track  section  of  the  subway  between  Park  street  and 
Scollay  square.  At  the  present  time  the  depth  of  water 
on  the  line  of  the  tunnel  at  mean  low  tide  varies  from  14 
to  37  feet.  The  tunnel  is  to  be  so  placed  as  to  allow  a 
minimum  depth  of  forty  feet  at  mean  low  tide  between 
the  harbor  conmiissioners'  lines. 

The  subway  has  proved  to  be  a  success.  It  has  afforded 
relief  from  the  Tremont  street  conjjestion. 
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.  If  any  further  subways  are  to  be  built  they  should  be 
so  planned  and  placed  as  to  be  a  consistent  part  of  such 
system  as  the  future  growth  of  Boston  may  require. 

CAEE    OF    THE    INSANE. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  additional  accommodations 
for  the  increasing  number  of  the  insane  in  our  hospitals 
and  asylums.  These  institutions  are  now  so  crowded 
that  it  is  necessary  to  make  up  each  night  in  the  cor- 
ridors and  day  spaces  about  1,000  cot  beds.  The  state 
care  act  provides  that  the  state  shall  assume,  Jan.  1,  1904, 
the  support,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  the  care,  of  the 
insane  who  may  be  in  the  city  and  town  almshouses. 
This  class  noAV  numbers  about  900. 

The  increase  in  the  population  of  the  insane  hospitals 
and  asylums  during  the  last  ten  years  has  averaged  about 
300  annually.  The  board  of  insanity  will  in  its  report 
recommend  the  adoption  of  a  policy  to  reduce  overcrowd- 
ing by  100  each  year,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide 
for  the  annual  increase  of  oOO.  In  this  recommendation 
I  concur.  There  is  need  then  for  making  additional  pro- 
vision for  about  400  patients  each  ^^ear.  Provision  for 
100  of  this  surplus  class  can  be  provided  for  annually 
by  the  colony  system,  which  will  be  established  under 
the  state  care  act. 

The  nurses  in  most  of  the  insane  hospitals  and  asylums 
live  in  rooms  opening  upon  the  wards.  More  suitable 
accommodations  could  be  provided  for  them  elsewhere, 
and  at  less  expense.  Besides  they  are  at  present  kept  in 
almost  constant  association  with  the  insane  and  are  often 
broken  of  their  rest.  Such  hardship  induces  physical 
and  nervous  breakdown.  The  nurses,  both  men  and 
women,  should  be  provided  gradually  with  living  rooms 
apart  from  the  patients,  outside  of  the  wards,  and,  so  far 
as  possible,  in  separate  buildings.  The  withdrawal  of 
the  nurses  from  the  hospital  wards  will  provide  room  for 
an  equal  number  of  additional  patients. 

The  new  buildings  requu'ed  for  the  present  by  the 
increasing  number  of  the  insane  should  be  erected  in 
connection  with  existing  hospitals  and  asylums.  If  new 
buildings  to  lessen  overcrowding  and  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  nurses  are  authorized  by  you  it  is  my  opinion 
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that  the  expense  of  their  construction  may  be  very 
materially  reduced,  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  existing 
insane  hospital  buildings. 

STATE    SUPERVISION   OF   ACCOUNTS. 

In  the  management  of  certain  public  institutions  of  the 
Commonwealth  the  revenues  received  and  the  original 
vouchers  for  work  performed  and  for  supplies  purchased 
are  retained  in  the  custody  of  the  trustees.  It  is  desirable 
that  a  change  should  be  made  in  the  laws  applicable  to 
these  institutions  which  will  provide  that  all  receipts  of 
moneys  shall  be  deposited  wdtli  the  treasurer  and  receiver 
general,  and  that  all  bills  shall  be  audited  by  the  auditor 
of  accounts,  and  the  original  vouchers  kept  in  his  office. 
This  is  now  the  practice  of  the  Commonwealth  in  its 
relation  to  departments,  commissions  and  institutions, 
with  the  exception  of  the  insane  hospitals  and  asjdums, 
the  hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates,  the  state 
sanatorium,  the  school  for  the  feeble-minded,  and  the 
hospital  for  epileptics.  The  system  should  be  made 
uniform  and  general  in  its  application. 

This  recommendation  is  not  to  be  understood  as  im- 
plying any  criticism  of  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the 
institutions  named ;  on  the  contrary,  they  agree  with 
me  that  the  change  herein  suggested  is  a  reasonable  and 
proper  one  to  be  made.  The  controlling  reason  for  the 
recommendation  is  that  all  financial  transactions  to  which 
the  Commonwealth  is  a  party  should  pass  under  the 
scrutiny  of  its  fiscal  officers,  and  that  evidences  of  these 
transactions  should  bo  kept  permanently  in  their  custody 
in  the  state  house,  easily  accessible  to  the  officials  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  to  the  public. 

COST    OF    STATE    HOUSE    CONSTRUCTION. 

All  bills  in  connection  with  the  extension  and  restora- 
tion of  the  state  house  have  been  paid,  and,  as  the  un- 
expended balance  will  be  quite  sufficient  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  paintings  and  the  completion  of  iSIemorial 
Hall,  the  commissioners  are  able  to  furnish  a  statement 
of  the  total  expenditures  in  and  upon  the  state  house 
and  for  the  purchase  of  lands  in  its  vicinity.     The  cost 
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on  construction  account  of  the  state  house  extension  is 
$3,522,313.79  ;  for  the  restoration  of  tiie  Bullinch  front, 
$335,496.37;  cost  of  lands  purchased,  $1,669,859.88; 
cost  of  furniture,  $576,446.93;  total  cost  of  land,  build- 
ings and  furniture,  $6,104,116.97. 

MUNICIPAL    LEGISLATION. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  of  a  year  ago  in  opposi- 
tion to  legislation  which  unnecessarily  interferes  in  the 
affairs  of  cities  and  towns.  The  city  of  Boston,  which 
has  been  for  years  a  persistent  suitor  for  legislation  at  the 
state  house,  had  its  financial  resources  greatly  enlarged 
by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of  1900,  and  we  may  con- 
fidently hope  that  the  promises  of  future  self-dependence 
which  were  advanced  by  the  petitioners  for  that  act  may 
be  realized.  Except  for  demands  of  the  most  exigent 
public  necessity  the  laws  restricting  expenditures  for 
nuuiicipal  purposes  should  not  be  suspended  by  the  legis- 
lature. 

THE    HIGHWAY    COMMISSION. 

The  act  of  1900  providing  for  the  reorganization  of  the 
highway  commission  became  operative  January  1  of  the 
current  3^ear.  With  the  large  appropriations  which  it 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  legislatm^e  for  some  years  to 
authorize  for  the  construction  of  improved  highways  it 
was  believed  that  better  results  could  be  accomplished 
Ijy  requiring  the  members  to  give  their  whole  time  to  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  commission. 

Forty-foiu'  miles  of  state  roads  were  laid  out  last  year, 
making  a  total  of  310  miles  of  road  now  in  charge  of  the 
commission.  The  example  furnished  by  the  commission 
has  led  during  the  past  eight  years  to  the  building  by 
municipalities  of  350  miles  of  stone  roads.  At  the  present 
time  there  are  roads  of  this  kind  in  110  cities  and  towns, 
exclusive  of  those  built  by  the  Commonwealth. 

The  "  small  town  "  act,  so-called,  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature of  1900,  has  proved  to  be  very  popular.  This  act 
provided  for  aid  in  the  repaks  or  construction  of  roads  in 
towns  Avhich  have  no  state  highway,  setting  aside  5  per 
cent  of  each  appropriation  for  state  highways,  to  be 
allotted  as  the  highway  commission  may  determine,  no 
town  to  receive  more  than  50  per  cent  of  its  average 
annual  appropriation  for  highway  purposes  for  the   five 
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years  next  previous.  The  $20,000  available  under  this 
act  was  allotted  to  25  towns.  In  nearly  every  instance 
the  towns  added  to  the  amounts  allotted,  thus  increas- 
ino-  the  length  of  the  roads  built.  The  work  is  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  commission,  but  the  roads  when 
completed  remain  town  ways. 

MILITIA. 

There  has  been  constant  improvement  in  the  militia 
since  its  reorganization  following  the  war  with  Spain. 
The  manner  in  which  its  duties  were  performed  during 
the  past  year  merits  commendation. 

Under  a  resolve  of  the  general  court  of  1 900  a  board 
was  appointed  to  revise  the  militia  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, consideration  to  be  given,  in  making  the  revision, 
to  the  laws  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  organization 
and  government  of  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States. 
The  report  of  the  board  will  be  submitted  to  you  at  an 
early  date.  If  the  recommendations  contained  therein 
are  adopted  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  pro- 
mote the  efficiency  of  the  militia  and  also  in  a  material 
degree  reduce  its  expense. 

Senators  and  Representatives  :  —  There  will  come  before 
you  important  questions  for  consideration.  The  rapidly 
multiplying  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  furnish  sub- 
jects for  legislation  in  ever-increasing  volume. 

The  population  of  Massachusetts,  as  determined  by  the 
twelfth  federal  census,  taken  in  June  of  last  year,  is 
2,805,346,— an  increase  of  5(36,403  since  1890,  or  25.2 
per  cent.  The  number  of  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  is 
now  33,  and  there  are  5  towns  having  a  population  in 
excess  of  12,000,  the  minimum  constitutional  limit  for 
cities.  There  are  in  all  GO  towns  having  a  population  of 
5,000  or  more.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  90  towns 
in  which  the  population  does  not  exceed  1,000.  About 
67  per  cent  of  our  population  is  now  under  city  govern- 
ment, and  legislation  atlecting  cities  is  correspondingly 
increasing,  both  in  volume  and  importance.  Of  the 
entire  population,  40.3  per  cent  is  within  a  circle  in- 
cluding ten  miles  in  every  direction  from  the  state  house. 

The  satisfactory  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Com- 
monwealth is  due  largely  to  the  development  and  pros- 
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perity  of  our  manufactures ;  not  directly  merely,  as 
shown  by  the  large  factory  industries,  like  the  textiles, 
boots  and  shoes,  machinery  and  paper,  but  indirectly  in 
numerous  smaller  industries  and  handicrafts  employing 
metal,  leather  and  wood,  thus  enlarging  our  cities,  ex- 
panding our  towns,  increasing  our  commerce,  contribut- 
ing to  the  business  of  our  railroads,  and  giving  to 
agriculture  a  home  market  for  the  products  of  the  dairy 
and  garden.  The  product  of  the  industries  of  the  Com- 
monwealth now  approximates  $1,000,000,000  annually, 
giving  employment  to  500,000  wage  earners,  whose  an- 
nual earnings  are  about  $225,000,000. 

So  far  as  they  may  require  regulation  by  law,  to  your 
hands  for  the  current  year  are  committed  these  great 
human  and  material  interests.  It  is  a  great  trust,  and 
one  that  will  need,  to  discharge  it  well,  intelligent  and 
industrious  attention  to  duty.  From  every  one  of  us 
the  Commonwealth  has  a  right  to  expect  honest,  loyal, 
disinterested  service. 

During  the  last  century  our  fathers  built  up  here  from 
small  beginnings  a  great  CommonAvealth,  the  pride  of  our 
own  people  and  the  admiration  of  all  others.  Let  us 
make  a  start  in  this  opening  year  of  the  new  century 
which  will  be  an  example  and  an  incentive  to  those  who 
shall  come  after  us.

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present,  in  coiiiplianoc  pardons. 
with  chapter  50  of  the  resolves  of  1860,  a  report  of  the 
sixteen  pardons  issued  by  the  governor  with  the  advice 
of  the  council  during  the  3^ear  of  my  administration  just 
closed.  Of  the  number  thus  released,  four  were  in  the 
state  prison,  three  in  the  Massachusetts  reformatory,  one 
in  the  reformatory  prison  for  women,  seven  in  houses  of 
correction  and  one  in  the  state  asylum  for  insane  crim- 
inals. Critical  illness  was  the  controlling  reason  for  the 
discharge  of  ten,  four  of  whom  have  since  died.

No.  1.     Marcus  P.  Falvey.     Convicted  of  breakino- 


& 


and  entering,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county,  August 
tenn,  1899.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for 
fifteen  months.  Pardoned  Feb.  14,  1900,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  physician  of  the  house  of  correction. 
Falvey  was  seriously  ill  with  an  incurable  disease  of  the 
lungs.     He  died  shortly  after  his  release. 

No.  2.  William  Eggleston.  Convicted  of  adultery, 
Superior  Court,  Hampden  county,  May  18,  1899.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  house  of  correction  for  two  years.  Par- 
doned Feb.  28,  1900,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
prison  physician.  The  prisoner  was  suffering  with  tuber- 
culosis, with  little  prospect  of  recovery. 
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PardoDB.  No.  3.     John  H.  Hanley.     Convicted  of  assault  with 

intent  to  kill,  Sui)erior  Court,  Essex  county,  Oct.  8, 
1897.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  from  two  and 
one  half  to  six  3a'ars.  Pardoned  ]March  21,  1900,  upon 
the  reconnnendation  of  the  prison  physician,  upon  the 
ground  that  he  was  incurably  ill  with  a  complication  of 
diseases.     He  died  two  days  after  his  release. 

No.  4.  Kalman  Moses.  Convicted  of  being  a  com- 
mon and  notorious  receiver  of  stolen  goods,  Superior 
Court,  Suffolk  county,  April  2(),  1899.  Sentenced  to 
the  house  of  correction  for  three  years.  Pardoned  ]March 
21,  1900.  Moses,  who  had  never  before  been  arrested, 
had  borne  a  good  reputation.  The  crime,  Avliich  had 
been  carefully  investigated  by  the  arresting  officer  since 
the  trial,  was  })roved  to  be  of  a  less  serious  character 
than  was  su})})oscd  at  the  time  of  the  sentence.  The  com- 
plainants and  the  arresting  officer  recommended  a  pardon, 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished. 

No.  5.  Samuel  J.  Slater.  Convicted  of  larceny. 
Police  Court,  Fitchburg,  :\rareh  28,  1900.  Sentenced  to 
the  Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sen- 
tence. Pardoned  April  18,  1900,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  chief  of  police,  probation  officer, 
justice  and  clerk  of  the  i)olice  court  of  Fitchburg,  and  the 
commissioners  of  })risons.  Slater,  who  was  but  eighteen 
years  of  age,  should  have  been  placed  on  probation,  as 
the  offence  was  a  slight  one,  and  he  had  never  before 
been  arrested. 

No.  6.  Elizabeth  Nickerson.  Convicted  of  being 
a  stubborn  child.  First  District  Court,  Eastern  Middlesex, 
July  7,  1899.  Sentenced  to  the  reformatory  prison  for 
women  for  two  years.  Pardoned  ^lay  2,  1900.  The 
prison  physician  reported  that  "  she  has  had  tuljcrculosis 
for  many  years,  and  is  in  a  critical  condition,  Avith  no 
reason  to  expect  an  improvement."  The  commissioners 
of  prisons  recommended  a  pardon. 

No.  7.  William  Lanctot,  alias  Charles  W.  Price. 
Convicted  of  larceny,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county, 
Jan.  23,  1900.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for 
two  and  one  half  years.     Pardoned  May  2,  1900.     The 
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prisoner  was  suffering  from  pulmonary  consumption.     The  Pardong, 
l^rison   physician   was  of  the  opinion  that  there   Avas  no 
possible  chance  of  recovery. 

No.  8.  Edward  F.  Flint.  Convicted  of  violating 
the  license  law,  Police  Court,  Chelsea,  A})ril  4,  liHM). 
Sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100.  Pardoned  June  13, 
1900,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  justice  who  im- 
posed the  sentence  and  the  chief  of  i)olice  of  Revere, 
who  were  of  the  opinion  that  he  had  been  sufficiently 
punished  by  the  two  months  of  imprisonment  he  had 
already  undergone.  He  was  entirely  penniless,  and  un- 
able to  pay  the  tine. 

No.  9.  John  J.  Lamie.  Convicted  of  larceny  in  a 
vessel,  Superior  Court,  Sutfolk  county,  April  10,  1899. 
Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  two  years. 
Pardoned  June  19,  1900,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  district  attorney  and  the  complainants.  The  value 
of  the  property  taken  was  $15.  The  pardon  committee 
Avere  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  fourteen  months' 
imprisonment  already  suHered  was  sufficient  punishment 
for  the  crime  committed. 

No.  10.  James  Lowe.  Convicted  of  breaking  and 
entering  and  larceny,  Superior  Court,  Worcester  county, 
Aug.  29,  1899.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  from 
foLU'  to  six  years.  Pardoned  June  2(),  1900.  Lowe  was 
dying  of  pulmonar}^  tuberculosis.  He  lived  but  fourteen 
daj^s  after  his  release. 

No.  11.  Frederick  W.  Nelson.  Convicted  of 
breaking  and  entering,  First  District  Court,  Eastern 
Middlesex,  ]May  2,  1897.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachu- 
setts reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence.  Par- 
doned July  24,  1900.  Nelson  Avas  very  ill  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  ;  it  was  believed  that  he  could  live  but  a 
short  time.  He  Avas  removed  to  the  Cullis  Home  for 
Consumptives  at  Grove  Hall. 

No.  12.  Frederick  H.  McArdle.  Convicted  of 
maliciously  burning  a  building,  Superior  Court,  Suftblk 
county.  May  3,  1900.  Sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts 
reformatory    on    an    indeterminate    sentence.      Pardoned 
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Pardons. 


July  24,  1900,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  and  many  prominent  citizens  of  Chelsea, 
the  entire  jury  and  the  prison  commissioners.  While  the 
evidence  warranted  the  verdict  rendered  by  the  jury,  it 
also  proved  that  McArdle  was  a  victim  of  circumstances. 
In  view  of  his  previous  good  character  and  the  possibility 
of  his  innocence,  a  pardon  was  granted. 

No.  13.  Pearl  G.  Koiball.  Convicted  of  abortion , 
Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county,  Jan.  15,  1000.  Sen- 
tenced to  the  state  prison  for  from  four  to  six  years  and 
$1,000  fine.  Pardoned  Oct.  3,  1900.  Kimball  was  fail- 
ing rapidly  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  with  not  the 
slightest  possibility  of  ultimate  recovery. 

No.  14.  Freeman  L.  Studley.  Convicted  of  break- 
ing and  entering  and  larceny,  First  District  Court, 
Barnstable  county,  April  7,  1900.  Sentenced  to  the 
Massachusetts  reformatory  on  an  indeterminate  sentence. 
Transferred  to  the  state  asylum  for  insane  criminals  jMay 
11,  1900.  Pardoned  Nov.  14,  1900,  from  the  state  asylum 
for  insane  criminals,  to  be  transferred  to  the  hospital  for 
epileptics,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  state  board  of 
insanity. 

No.  15.  Harwood  Sanderson.  Convicted  of  lewd  and 
lascivious  cohabitation,  Superior  Court,  Suffolk  county, 
Feb.  14,  1900.  Sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for 
two  years.  Pardoned  Dec.  14,  1900,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  district  attorney  and  the  wife  of  the 
prisoner,  who  was  the  complainant,  on  the  ground  that 
he  had  been  sufficiently  punished.  The  woman  in  the 
case  was  placed  on  probation,  and  the  prisoner  would  have 
been,  had  his  wife  not  desired  him  punished.  Immediate 
emplo}mient  was  promised,  to  enable  him  to  provide  for 
his  wife  and  children. 

No.  16.  Ernest  Darlestg.  Convicted  of  breaking 
and  entering,  Superior  Court,  Middlesex  county,  Feb.  23, 
1899.  Sentenced  to  the  state  prison  for  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen years.  Pardoned  Dec.  27,  1900.  Darling  was  in 
an  advanced  stage  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  with  no 
possible  hope  of  cure.     He  died  Jan.  2,  1901.

B}^  chapter  17  of  the  resolves  of  the  year  1900  the 
governor  of  the  Commonwealth  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  commission  of  three  persons,  who  had  served 
with  honor  at  the  sieo-e  of  Vicksbursf,  one  Avith  the 
twenty-ninth,  one  with  the  thirty-fifth  and  one  with  the 
thirty-sixth  INIassachusetts  infantr}',  to  co-operate  with 
the  Vicksburg  National  Park  Commission  in  fixing  the 
positions  of  those  regiments  at  the  siege  of  Vicksburg, 
and  to  reconmiend  to  the  governor  such  legislation  as 
they  might  deem  proper  for  permanently  marking  said 
positions  and  for  comiuenioniting  the  valor  and  faithful- 
ness of  Massachusetts  troops  in  the  campaign  and  siege 
of  Vicksburg. 

Acting  under  this  authority,  I  appointed  Xathaniel 
"Wales,  ex-major,  35th  Massachusetts,  Henry  S.  Braden, 
ex-captain,  29tli  Massachusetts,  and  Seth  A,  Kanlett,  ex- 
adjutant,  o()th  Massachusetts.     These  commissioners  have 
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made  the  accompanying  report,  which  I  herewith  transmit 
to  the  general  court  for  such  action  as  it  may  see  fit  to 
take  thereon. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  March  12,  1901.] 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  letter  from  the 

governor  of  the  state  of  Missouri  relative  to  the  world's 

fair  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  5,  1901.] 
I  return  herewith  ' '  An  Act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Boston  to  place  Andrew  C.  Scott  upon  the  pension  roll 
of  its  fire    department,"  with  my  objections    thereto   in 
writing. 

Without  the  proposed  legislation  the  city  of  Boston  has 
authority  to  pension  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill.  I 
am  informed  by  the  authorities  of  the  city  that  the  only 
bar  to  a  pension  for  him  is  his  persistent  refusal  to  con- 
form to  a  regulation  imposed  upon  all  applicants  for  pen- 
sions in  the  fire  department,  namely,  to  submit  to  an 
ofiicial  examination  by  the  city  physician  to  determine 
the  nature  and  extent  of  his  physical  disability. 

For  the  state  to  step  in  and  say  that  the  city  of  Boston 
shall  pension  a  man  who  declines  to  conform  to  reasonable 
and  necessary  regulations,  is  an  inexcusable  interference 
in  the  conduct  of  its  aftairs.  The  adoption  of  such  a 
policy  would  tend  to  destroy  discipline  and  encourage  in- 
subordination in  the  fire  department.  For  these  reasons 
I  return  the  bill  without  my  approval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  18,  1901.] 
I  return  herewith  an  act  entitled  ' '  An  Act  to  establish 
at  nine  inches  the  length  at  Avhich  lobsters  may  lawfully 
be  sold  or  held  in  possession,"  Avith  my  objections  thereto 
in  Amting. 

Investigation  has  established  certain  important  facts 
concerning  the  lobster.  It  has  been  shown  that  because 
of  the  restricted  area  in  which  it  is  found  the  supply  is 
seriously  aflected  by  fishing,  especially  if  the  lobster  is 
killed  before  it  reaches  maturit3^  It  has  also  been  de- 
termined that  the  average  lobster  must  attain  a  size  of  at 
least  ten  and  one  half  inches  in  lenijth  before  it  can  re- 
produce  its  kind.     The  establishment  by  law  of  a  length 
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limit  of  nine  inches  will  afford  no  protection  to  the  lob- 
ster, for  it  will  legalize  the  capture  and  sale  of  the  young 
before  they  arrive  at  reproductive  size  or  age,  and  will 
insure  the  depletion,  if  not  the  extermination,  of  a  species 
which  has  furnished  an  important  article  of  food . 

Observance  of  the  results  in  those  states  which  have 
adopted  a  nine  inch  law  is  sufficient  to  indicate  what  may 
be  expected  elscAvhere  if  a  similar  course  is  folloAved. 
Its  adoption  in  this  state  would  mean  the  abandonment 
of  protection  for  the  lobster. 

The  present  law  of  Massachusetts  is  in  harmony  with 
the  laws  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine  and  also  of  those 
sections  of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  bordering:  on 
the  Bay  of  Fundy,  a  coast  line  of  more  than  three  thousand 
miles,  including  indentations,  and  embracing  the  only 
region  on  the  Atlantic  where  the  lobster  industry  is  of 
serious  commercial  importance. 

By  direction  of  congress  the  United  States  fish  com- 
mission is  now  conducting  an  investigation  into  the  causes 
of  the  decline  of  the  lobster  fishery.  This  is  an  additional 
reason  why  it  seems  to  be  inexpedient  at  this  time  to 
legalize  the  capture  of  immature  lobsters.  We  should  at 
least  await  the  result  of  that  inquiry  before  abandoning 
our  present  policy. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  subject  the  teachings  of 
experience  should  not  ])e  ignored.  Wherever  a  nine-inch 
lobster  law  has  been  tried  the  result  has  been  disastrous. 
Protection  has  been  abandoned  and  the  supply  has  rapidly 
diminished.  Looking  at  the  subject  in  a  broad  way,  un- 
affected by  local  considerations  or  selfish  interests,  and 
keeping  in  mind  only  the  general  welfare,  I  am  convinced 
that  this  1)ill  should  not  receive  my  approval.  I  therefore 
return  it  to  the  branch  in  which  it  originated. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  18,  1901.] 
I  return  herewith  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal 
certain  acts  relative  to  the  mutilation  of  lobsters,"  with 
my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  mutilation  of  lobsters  which 
this  bill  is  intended  to  repeal  are  a  dependent  and  neces- 
sary part  of  any  protective  system.  If  these  laws  are 
repealed  all  protection  must  be  abandoned. 

If  a  lobster  may  be  mutilated  so  that  it  is  impossildc  to 
determine  its  length,  it  does  not  require  serious  argument 
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to  establish  the  proposition  that  all  prohibitive  legislation 
may  be  violated  with  impunit3^  Whether  the  statutory 
size  of  the  lobster  is  continued  at  ten  and  one  half  inches  or 
the  limit  is  reduced  to  a  lesser  length,  the  passage  of  this 
bill  would  defeat  the  attempt  to  enforce  legal  regulation. 

In  my  opinion  it  would  not  comport  with  the  dignity 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  establish  a  policy  of  protection 
for  the  lobster  —  and  no  openly  avowed  movement  for 
the  abandonment  of  all  protection  has  yet  declared  itself 
—  and  then  by  indirection  to  nullify  the  law  by  robbing 
it  of  every  weapon  necessary  for  its  enforcement. 

For  these  reasons  I  return  the  bill  without  my  approval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  2"),  1901.] 
I  return  with  my  objections  thereto  a  bill  entitled  "An 
Act  relative  to  fire  department  employees  in  certain  cities 
and  towns." 

This  act  provides,  subject  to  its  acceptance  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  voters  in  any  city  or  town  at  the  next  annual 
municipal  election,  that  the  permanent  employees  of  the 
fire  department  in  all  cities  and  towns  shall  receive  one 
full  day's  vacation  in  every  eight  dsiya,  without  loss  of 
pay,  in  addition  to  any  annual  vacation  now  or  hereafter 
gi-anted  to  such  employees. 

This  is  unnecessary  legislation,  ever}'  city  and  town  in 
the  Commonwealth  already  liaN'ing  authority  to  regulate 
the  vacation  time  of  its  emploj'ee.s.  An  act  of  the  legis- 
lature that  is  not  needed  should  not  be  sanctioned.  For 
the  reason  that  this  act  is  unnecessary  I  return  it  without 
my  approval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  April  25,  1901.] 

I  return  with  m}^  objections  thereto  a  bill  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  that  certain  police  officers  in  cities  shall 
have  one  day  ofl'  in  every  twentj^-seven  days." 

This  bill  provides  that  in  every  cit}^  which  accepts  the 
provisions  of  this  act  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  police 
officers  below  the  mnk  of  captain  shall  be  allowed,  with- 
out loss  of  pa}',  one  day  or  twentj^-four  consecutive  hours 
in  every  twentj^-seven  days,  during  which  they  shall  not 
be  required  to  be  on  duty. 

This  is  unnecessary  legislation,  as  the  authorities  in 
every  city  are  now  vested  with  the  power  to  regulate  the 
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vacation  time  of  its  employees.  An  act  of  the  legislature 
that  is  not  needed  should  not  be  sanctioned.  For  the 
reason  that  this  act  is  unnecessary  I  return  it  without  my 
approval. 

[To  the  honorable  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  June  18,  1901.] 
I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  an  act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  system  of 
subways  in  the  city  of  Boston  by  the  Boston  transit  com- 
mission," with  my  objections  thereto  in  writing. 

The  bill  authorizes  the  Boston  transit  commission  to 
construct  a  subway,  with  several  important  branches, 
under  or  near  Washington  street,  from  BroadAvay  to  the 
north  end  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  entire  expense 
thereof  and  all  damages  arising  thereby  to  be  paid  by  the 
city  of  Boston.  It  is  provided  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  shall  pay  to  the  city  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing $(5,000,000  towards  the  payment  of  all  expenses  and 
damages  incurred  in  carr^'ing  out  the  provisions  of  the 
l)ill,  and  shall  have  as  conii)ensation  therefor  the  free  and 
exclusive  use  and  occu})ation  of  the  subway  for  a  term  of 
forty  years.  I  am  aware  that  in  section  13  it  is  provided 
that  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  subway,  the  expense  of  its 
maintenance  and  all  repairs  of  whatever  nature  during  the 
term  of  the  lease,  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  ;  but  this 
language  is  not  sufficient  to  modify  the  explicit  provisions 
of  section  10,  that  the  contribution  of  the  company  shall 
not  exceed  $6,000,000.  The  provisions  of  section  10 
operate  as  a  distinct  limitation  upon  the  provisions  of 
section  13,  and  in  no  event  can  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  be  required  to  pay  more  than  the  sum 
named  in  section  10. 

This  amounts  to  a  lease  of  the  proposed  subway  Avhen 
constructed  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for 
a  gross  rental  of  $6,000,000,  paid  in  advance.  If  the  cost 
of  the  subway  does  not  exceed  $6,000,000,  this  rental,  on 
the  basis  of  4%  per  cent,  the  i^ate  of  the  lease  of  the  ex- 
isting subway,  taking  into  consideration  the  advantageous 
investment  of  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  by  the  bill, 
would  enable  the  company  to  make  itself  whole  in  from 
thirty-two  to  thirty-five  3'ears,  and  would  give  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  the  free  and  exclusive 
use  of  a  gTcat  artery  of  public  travel  for  from  live  to  eight 
years  without  any  compensation  whatever.     It  is  fair  to 
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assume  that  the  sinking*  fund  would  be  invested  so  as  to 
bring  about  this  result,  but  if  not  so  invested  the  rental 
for  the  term  would  not  exceed  4%  per  cent,  the  minimum 
rental  of  the  Tremont  Street  subway  ;  but  the  lease  of  the 
latter  provides  also  for  an  increase  of  the  rent  propor- 
tioned to  the  amount  of  business  done  by  the  lessee. 
There  is  no  such  provision  in  the  lease  authorized  by  this 
bill.  However  much  the  volume  of  transportation  may 
increase,  the  lessee,  not  the  city,  will  receive  the  benefit. 
This  provision,  which  is  omitted  in  the  present  bill, 
making  the  amount  of  rent  proportionate  to  the  volume 
of  business,  is  wise  and  equitable. 

But  there  is  no  assurance  that  the  subway  can  be  con- 
structed for  $6,000,000.  If,  as  is  very  likely  to  be  the 
case,  the  cost  is  in  excess  of  that  sum,  not  only  is  the 
rental  of  the  subway  proportionately  decreased,  but 
the  excess  must  be  paid  by  the  city  without  reimburse- 
ment from  any  source.  To  the  extent  of  such  excess  of 
cost  the  subway  will  be  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the 
city  for  the  benefit  of  the  proposed  lessee. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  bill  the  Boston  Elevated  Rail- 
way Company  has  three  months  in  which  to  accept  its 
provisions,  and  it  does  not  become  a  law  unless  so  ac- 
cepted by  the  company.  No  such  privilege  is  given  to 
the  city.  Such  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  one  of  the 
two  parties  affected  by  the  bill  is  in  my  opinion  unjust 
and  unwarranted. 

Previous  legislatures  have  referred  to  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton, for  its  acceptance  or  rejection,  acts  relating  to  rapid 
transit,  and  the  results  of  the  ballots  so  taken  show  that 
the  voters  have  acted  intelligently  and  with  a  full  under- 
standing of  the  issues  involved.  In  the  year  1893  two 
acts  were  passed,  one  providing  for  the  construction  of 
an  elevated  railway,  and  the  other  for  a  subway.  Both 
were  conditioned  upon  their  acceptance ;  the  former  by 
the  voters  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  latter  by  the  city 
council.  The  elevated  railway  bill  was  rejected  by  the 
voters,  but  the  subway  bill  was  accepted  by  the  city 
council.  The  subway  bill  of  1893  however  was  found  to 
be  inadequate,  and  a  more  comprehensive  act  was  passed 
in  1894.  This  act  also  contained  a  referendum  clause, 
and  it  was  accepted  by  the  voters.  In  1899  a  statute 
was  enacted  providing  for  the  restoration  of  the  surface 
tracks  to  Tremont  and  Boylston  streets,  which,  under  the

provisions  of  the  act  of  1894,  had  been  removed.  This 
act  also  provided  for  a  referendum  to  the  voters  of  Bos- 
ton, and  was  by  them  rejected.  I  see  no  good  reason 
why  these  precedents  shoukl  not  be  followed  in  a  bill  so 
important  and  far-reaching  in  its  consequences  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  as  is  the  one  before  me. 

The  bill  is  objectionable  for  the  further  reason  that  it 
is  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  statutes  designed  to 
prevent  stock  watering,  laws  Avhose  wisdom  have  been 
so  far  conhrmed  b}^  experience  that  all  attempts  to  modify 
or  repeal  them  have  failed.  The  essence  of  stock  water- 
ing is,  I  take  it  to  be,  the  issuance  of  stock  not  based 
ui)on  actual  property  of  the  corporation.  This  bill  pro- 
vides that  the  money  to  be  paid  to  the  city  of  Boston 
may  be  provided  for  by  issuing  stock  ;  but  no  provision 
is  made  for  the  redemption  or  cancellation  of  the  stock 
at  the  end  of  the  term.  The  money  so  paid  is,  in  fact, 
expended,  not  for  permanent  improvements,  but  for 
rentals,  and  does  not  increase  the  value  of  the  plant  of 
the  company.  At  the  end  of  forty  years  the  stock  is 
free,  and  will  be  held  by  the  company  without  property 
to  show  for  it.  There  is,  it  is  true,  a  provision  for  a 
sinking  fund,  but  none  whatever  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sinking  fund  shall  be  used  to  retire  the  stock  so  issued. 

Section  9  of  the  bill  provides  that  the  title  and  owner- 
ship of  the  subway  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  city.  I 
see  no  objection  to  this  provision,  but  by  section  22  of 
the  bill  it  is  provided  that  section  9,  among  others,  shall 
have  the  force  and  eftect  of  a  contract  between  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  company.  There  is  no  good  reason 
why  an}^  such  contract  should  exist.  On  the  contrary 
there  are  many  reasons  of  public  policy  why  the  Com- 
monwealth should  not  enter  into  a  binding  contract  with 
a  private  corporation  and  its  lessees,  relating  to  a  matter 
with  which  the  corporation  will  have  no  concern  after  the 
termination  of  its  lease. 

The  act  of  1894,  authorizing  the  construction  of  the 
existing  subway,  made  careful  provision  in  section  3 (J 
for  the  relocation  by  the  commission  of  sewers,  gas  pipes, 
water  pipes  and  other  cf)nduits  ;  but  the  section  of  the 
present  bill  referring  to  the  same  subject  (section  8) 
makes  no  such  provision.  It  authorizes  the  commission 
to  remove  all  such  structures,  but  does  not  provide  for 
their  relocation  or  accommodation,  either  within  or  with- 
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out  the  new  subway  ;  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  they 
could  be  located  within  the  new  subway,  even  if  in  the 
judgment  of  the  authorities  they  could  be  so  placed  with- 
out detriment  to  its  use  by  the  railway  corporation. 
This,  to  my  mind,  is  an  important  omission.  The  struct- 
ures to  which  I  refer  are  allowed  to  be  placed  beneath 
the  streets  for  the  public  convenience,  and  explicit  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  a  continuance  of  their  rights. 

But  there  is  a  still  more  serious  objection  to  the  bill. 
It  involves  a  surrender  of  public  rights  for  an  unusual 
term  of  years  and  under  unusual  conditions.  No  street 
railwa}'-,  Avith  the  exception  of  certain  privileges  hereto- 
fore assured  to  the  AYest  End  Street  Raihvay  Company 
and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  special 
reasons,  has  other  than  a  revocable  franchise  in  a  public 
way. 

But  this  bill  will,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  give  to  a  private 
corpoi-ation  a  valuable  monopoly  in  a  great  public  thor- 
oughfare, and  will  perpetuate  that  monopoly  for  forty 
3'ears.  It  not  only  binds  this  generation  ;  it  ties  the 
hands  of  the  generation  to  come.  The  surrender  of 
rights  which  belong  to  the  public,  even  for  a  brief  term 
of  3'ears,  should  be  permitted  only  after  the  most  care- 
ful consideration,  and  for  controlling  reasons  of  public 
policy ;  but  no  exigency  has  been  shown  to  exist  to 
justif}^  the  taking  away  of  such  rights  from  a  generation 
yet  unborn. 

No  reason  aifecting  the  public  welfare  requires  the 
adoption  of  this  extraordinary  proposition.  The  rapid 
transit  of  passengers  b}'  means  of  a  subway  is  no  longer 
an  experiment.  There  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that 
if  such  a  structure  be  built  and  paid  for  by  the  city  it 
can  be  leased  to  a  transportation  company  for  a  sum 
amply  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  interest  on  the  money 
borrowed  therefor,  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  its 
ultimate  redemption. 

The  charter  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Compan}^ 
giving  it  certain  exclusive  rights  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
five  years,  was  granted  to  it  chiefly  upon  the  ground  that 
the  construction  of  an  elevated  railway,  and  the  payment 
of  damages  that  might  accrue  to  abutters  thereby,  would 
involve  so  large  an  expenditure  that  capitalists  would  not 
be  expected  to  invest  their  money  without  some  assur- 
ance of  permanency  for  a  fixed  term.     The  act  of  1894, 
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providing  for  the  consti'uction  of  tlie  present  subway, 
authorized  the  Boston  transit  commission  to  lease  it  for  a 
term  of  fifty  years,  but  the  legislature  of  1896  wisely  cut 
down  this  period  from  fifty  to  twenty  years.  Neither  of 
these  grants  therefore  constitutes  a  sufficient  precedent 
for  the  long  term  authorized  by  this  bill. 

No  one  can  foresee  what  advance  may  be  made  in  the 
methods  and  cost  of  transportation,  in  the  volume  of 
travel,  or  in  the  facilities  that  may  be  required  for  its 
accommodation  in  the  next  forty  years.  The  history  of 
passenger  transportation  during  the  last  forty  years,  and 
of  the  wonderful  advance  that  has  been  made,  not  only  in 
the  amount  of  travel,  but  in  the  facilities  afforded  to  pas- 
sengers, is  sufficient  evidence  of  our  inability  to  predict 
the  future.  This  bill  however,  while  it  does  not  restrict 
the  compan}^  ties  the  hands  of  the  community.  It  Avill 
prevent  the  public  from  taking  advantage  of  any  such 
improvements  in  transportation  facilities  on  the  proposed 
route,  excepting  those  that  may  be  deemed  by  the  com- 
pany advantageous  to  it.  A  consideration  of  the  disas- 
trous results  Avhich  Avould  have  followed  if  exclusive 
rights  had  been  granted  to  a  street  railway  company  forty 
years  ago  to  continue  until  the  present  time  illustrates 
the  limitations  which  this  bill  would  impose  upon  the 
public,  and  the  unwisdom  of  its  enactment. 

All  the  special  rights  and  privileges  enjoyed  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  will  have  expired  in 
the  year  1922. 

It  has  no  moral  or  equitable  claim  to  a  continuance  of 
those  privileges,  or  of  any  exclusive  privileges  whatever. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  public  should  not  at 
that  time  come  into  complete  possession  of  its  own,  to 
the  end  that  further  franchises  may  then  be  granted  in 
view  of  the  improvements  in  the  methods  of  rapid  transit 
which  may  then  have  been  made,  and  Avith  the  sole  object 
of  securing,  in  the  highest  degree  and  at  the  lowest  cost, 
the  convenience  of  the  people  of  that  day.  But  this  bill, 
if  approved,  would  go  far  in  assuring  a  continuance  of 
the  command  of  the  situation  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years  more.  Although  its  rights  in  the  existing  subway 
will  have  ended  it  is  not  difficult  to  foresee  that  a  com- 
pany in  exclusive  possession  for  a  long  term  of  years  of 
a  most  important  avenue  of  travel,  Avill  be  in  a  position 
to  control  the  situation  and  to  prevent  other  transporta- 
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tion  companies  from  competing  upon  equal  terms.  No 
such  opportunity  for  control  of  the  situation  at  that  time 
should  be  permitted. 

I  am  unable  to  give  my  assent  to  a  bill  which  thus  re- 
stricts the  rights  of  the  public,  on  the  one  hand,  while, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  insures  valuable  exclusive  privileges 
to  the  company  in  question  for  so  long  a  period  ;  and 
that,  too,  without  any  public  exigency  requiring  the  pas- 
sage of  so  extraordinary  a  measure.
